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EASY VICTORY FOR QUAY 


WE GETS THE NOMINATION’ ON 
THE FIRST BALLOT. 

MADE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE FOR 8TATE 
TREASURER OF PENNSYLVANIA—THE 
PLATFORM OF THE PARTY. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., July &.—Matthew 
‘Stanley Quay was to-day nominated by the 
Pennsylvania Republicans to be the candidate 
of the party for State Treasurer, by an over- 
whelming majority, in a convention character- 
ized by entire good feeling, an absolute freedom 
from criticism, little or no enthusiasm, and by 
an extraordinary affection for protection, served 
up in several styles. The convention was re- 
garded as somewhat remarkable for the fact 
that nearly all the leaders in the State were ab- 
sent except the tnree most interested in the re- 
sult of the gathering. 

The work of the convention was done before 
the delegates reached this city. Three weeks 
ago Mr. Quay knew that he had secured his 
nomination. When the delegates met jn caucus 
Jast night,in answer to the summons of their 
chief, they not only did the work which was 
done over again to-day, but they demolished the 
faintest hope of success in the breasts of the 
candidates who had disputed with Quay the 
control of the convention. A machine man, 
long identified with the achievements of the 
Camerons, not the least vulnerabie in many re- 
spects of the Cameron following, and now 
regarded as the keenest and most capable 
Politician in the State has boldly and yet 
with feeble resistance secured a nomination, 
which is equivalent to an election, and is spoken 
of as being on the high road to dictate the name 
of Senator Mitchell’s successor if, indeed, he 
does not dictate his own election to the United 
Btates Senate. 

An interesting thing about the convention was 
‘the fact that it presented two Cameron man- 
agers in opposition to each other. ‘“ Chris” 
Magee, of Pittsburg, has for years been regarded 
as the chosen lieutenant of the Camerons, He 
has controlied the use of the moneysin the 
fhands of the State Treasurers, distributing it 
among the banks in his part of the State to his 


ae political popularity and profit. While 
uay was allowed to work for his party he was 
not permitted to eat of its loavesand fishes. Two 
oars ago Quay brought outa candidate for State 

reasurer, and Magee beat him with a candidate 
upon whom he had set the seal of his favor. 
Quay did not relish this defeat at the hands of 
Magee. Before the present campaign opened, 
Magee, in his confident way, gave notice that he 
would make his friend, James A. McDevitt, of 
Lancaster, the next State Treasurer. With a 
spirit of determination never before evinced 





by him Quay set to work to secure 
delegates friendly to him, jand at the 
opportune moment, deciared himself as 


acandidate. The announcement provoked bit- 
‘ter opposition from some of the newspapers, 
but the fact that Quay had managed during his 
—— lifeto doa favor forsome strong po- 
itical worker in each district in the State en- 
abled him to gather the delegates from far and 
wideand to leave Magee at the last moment 
with scarce a leg to stand upon. Quay had 
“been jumped on,” as one admirer of his ex- 

it, “until he was sick of that sort of 
thing, and he will just show Magee what he is 
made of.” 

There were four candidates in the convention 
to-day, but only three of them have attracted 
attention. Quay in his headquarters has been 
confident and outspoken, and he has been en- 
couraged by the presence and assistance of 
Chairman Thomas N. Cooper, of the State Com- 
peitee. Magee had a room for the McDevitt 

eadquarters, but it had few occupants. A few 
of the men who represented the Republican sen- 
timent of the State which very feebly protested 
against Quay or McDevitt urged the nomination 
of Jacob H. Longenecker, of Bedford. A few 
others sounded the merits of two other candi- 
dates, neither of whom commanded any follow- 
ing after reaching the scene of the convention. 

It was very hot and close in the Hail of Rep- 
pesenastivee, at the State House, when, at 10:30 
o’clock, the 251 pemgeree were called to order by 
Chairman Cooper. In spite of the heat the dele-

Coats and waistcoats were re- 
moved, fans were brought into use, and yet the 
crowd perspired over its cutand dried business 
for four hours.

The convention carried 
out the programme decided upon in last night's 
caucus without one word of dissent. The Hon. 
William B. Rodgers, of Allegheny,a Quay man 
snatched from Magee’s Owncounty, was made 
temporary Chairman. Bionde, light of voice. 
impressive in manner, and ineffective as a Chair- 
man, he succeeded, with the aid of Chairman 
Cooper's coaching, in discharging his duties, 
Be made a brief speech counseling harmony. 
he work of arranging the Committees on Or- 
—— and Resolutions was rformed ina 
eisurely manner. A motion, made by McManes, 
that nominations be proceeded with, in order 
to avoid a recess, wus adopted. The State Com- 
mittee was announced by the county representa- 
tives, and before the temporary Chairman had 
been long seated the convention had chosen the 
Hon. James 8. Biery, of Lehigh, for permanent 
Chairman, and a long list of Secretaries and 
Vice-Presidents. The permanent Chairman’s 
(aa was ana al to the spirit that animated 
the Republican Party many years ago. He drew 
the plaudits of the convention only when he 
counseled his hearers to endeavor to stop dis- 
franchisement of negroesin the South by a re- 
apportionment of Pennsylvania that will send as 
many Republicans to Washington as possibie. 
The only contest before the convention was set- 
tled by recognizing contestant and contesiee 
with a vote each. 

The convention adopted a rule that State Con- 
ventions shall not be called before the third 
week in August, except in Presidentiai and 
Gubernatorial years, and then it listened to 
nominating speeches. Still the Quay proetamime 
‘Was continued without a break. i ee. A 
Norris, who was chosen to present Quay, dis- 
charged his duty dramatically. He has a good 
voice, deliberate delivery, fine presence, and 
@n unrestrained tendency to gush. He held 
up a candidate whose magnanimity haa lift- 
ed the party above etty strife and sent 
it forward in the path of duty. He spoke of the 
“splendid intellect” of his candidate; of his 
pe to smooth troubled tactional waters; of 

is management of the soft money heresy in 
Pennsyivania, and of his charity to the factions 
of the warty, appealing to Republicans not to 
strike him down. “Shall a man with this 
recherché, (if I may be permitted to use a toreign 
word,)” he said, ‘“be sacrificed at the 
shrine of faction? Do you. want to lay 
another soldier on the altar on which 
‘was sacrificed the gallant and chivalrous 
Beaver ?” One delegate applauded this sugges- 
tion. Col. Norris again appealed to his hearers 
to know if it was not time to stop bickering 
when the embers ot rebeliion were seen glim- 
mering under the gray ashes of reform at Wash- 
ington, and it dissension had not had its fee 
when it “gave us a Uleveland fora Blaine?” 
His nomination of Matthew Staniey Quay evoked 
the only cordial burst of applause heard in the 
convention. 

Mr. Cessna’s nomination of Longenecker was 
mot graceful. It was not easy nor encouraging 
to lavish eloquence over a man who was known 
to have a hanaful of votes. He gave Mr. Longe- 
necker high praise as @ man of character and 
ability, a lawyer of excellent attainments, and a 
candidate unassailable by slander. He also in- 
timated very pointedly that Gen. Beaver was to 
be again nominated. Tae nameof Mr. Henry 
Greenawalt was vresented by Mr. Burgess, of 
Franklin, without other presentation than 

e bare announcement of the name. Mr. 
J. Hay Brown nominated ees candidate 
Mr. James A. McDevitt, of neaster, Mr. 
H. A. Baldridge, of Altoona, named Theodore 
H. Wigton, of Blair County. Before. balloting 
the convention disposed of a resolution offered 
earlier in the proceedings by J..B. Finley, of 
‘Washington, providing that in subsequent 
State Conventions Senatorial delegates shull be 
abolished and each legislative district shai] be 
represented by one delegate for each 2,000 
Republican votes at the last reced- 
ing Presidential election, and an additional 
delegate for the fraction of 2,000 over 1,000 
votes; provided that each legislative district 
shall be entitled to at least one delegate. This 

roposition had not, it was said, reached the 

‘iommittee on Rules until it had completed its 
busine-s and adjourned. Mr. Finley was desir- 
ous to have it acted upon as, while it would only 
increase the number of delegates six 9 seven, it 
would give a Republican representation, and 
not base the convention upon Democratic votes. 
Objection was made because it would disfran- 
chise some counties, and a manifest opposition 
‘was aroused, by which the resolution was re- 
ferred back to the Committee on Rules, thus 
practically ony 4 it for the time. 

After waiting balf an hour for the Committee 
on Resolutions to_ report the convention pro- 
eeded to ballot. The vote was nearly all one

currency worth one hundred cents on the doliar at all 
times redeemable in coin; the protection of the Na- 
tional T'reasury from unwarranted, and especially from 
disloyal, claims; the maintenan7ze of the credit of our 
Government as established by Republican Administra- 
tions; a just regard for our commercial relations with 
foreign nations and a closer intercourse with those on 
the American continent; to provide resolutely 
for the protection of American national and in- 
dustrial independence; to maintain the standard 
of social condition which, in contrast to the circum- 
stances of other countries, American labor has thus 
far enjoyed; to continue the contest with undimin- 
ished courage in behalf of our own development 
against the enormous influences of foreign capital 
seeking possession of our market; to establish the 
truth in the government of the country that the high- 
est duty of the Republic, not only to its own people, 
but to all, isto preserve its prosperous existence, thus 
to compel by its example the modification of harsh 
systems and the political emancipation of other peo- 

ies. To all of these general issues the Republican 
arty of Pennsylvania, and, we believe, the Nation in 
general, accords its most aggressive support.

V. Weat the same time invite public attention to 
the acts of the present Democratic National and State 
Administrations; to the unjust war of the former upon

proceedings against Kepublicans, for whose removal 
no public reason can be given. and to its constantly 
disloyal preference for the rebel elements of the 
Democratic Party at the fou:h, ana the semi-rebel 
elements o1 the same party at the North. Some atten- 
tion to the facts of Democratic State Administration 
cannot be withheld in view of its unjust. inexcusable,

The convention, or what was left of it, adopted 
the platform without comment. It also adopted 
a resolution pledging the convention to support 
the candidate, which is included above. A reso- 
lution which the committee would not adopt, 
and which declares that the Repubi.cans of 
Pennsylvania “favor the repeal of the unjust 
limitation clause ——. pensions,” was 

assed. A committee which had been -sent to 

ring Col. Quay to the convention returned to 
report that the candidate had nothing to say to 
the convention except to thank those who sup- 
ported bim and to promise that they should hear 
from him favorably at a future time. Col. 
Quay was congratulated at the Lochiel House 
by a large proportion of the delegates, as they 
were on their way to the outgoing trains. 

There is no ili-feeling or resentment apparent 
on the part of the defeated candidates or their 
friends. Quay isa bitter pill for some of the 
2 peep but the strong party here say he 

ill get a Democratic vote for that of every 
Republican be loses. Magee says he will sup- 
port Quay heartily. Longenecker’s friends de- 
clare that their candidate has always supported 
the regular candidate, and he will do so now. 
The campaign will not be a speech-making one, 
but Quay will not rest after he is once in the 
harness, but will work to secure a majority of 
from 60,000 to 6v.,000. There is no talk about the 
platform. The general desire appeared to be to 
get as much protection into it as it would carry. 





LAWLESSNESS IN ALABAMA, 


MURDERS AND FIGHTS RESULTING FROM 
TOO FREE USE OF WHISKY. 
BRoKEN ARROW, Ala., July 8.—A deplor- 
able state of lawnessless exists in St. Clair Coun- 
ty, which is known as a “dry” county, and has 


a large mining population. It was hoped that 
the prohibition of whisky traffic would work a 
reformation, butin this hope people have been 
disappointed. Among the casualties occurring 
within a few wecks are the following: .Three 
weeks ago Richard Lewis got into a quarrel 
with the cook of the Broken Arrow Hotel. 
The cook was subsequentiy found dead, 
having been shot and instantly killed. 
He was buried quietly, almost stealthily, 
and no effort was made to discover the cause of 
the death or to punish the guilty parties, A 
week later at Kayland, near here, two farmers 


were riding quietly along the road. They soon 
found themselves in the midget of a shower of shot, 
and it was only by a miracle that they escaped 
assassination. t week, at Lock Four, a party 
of men were gambling. One of the parties named 
Anderson shot and killed a companion who re- 
fused to pay when he lost. Last Saturday night 
at Broken Arrow Hotel a man named Lewis was 
driven out with pistol bullets whizzing after him. 

At Lock Four, on the Government works, * the 
blind tigers” are openly run, and from this fol- 
lows much of the lawlessness. Gambling is al- 
leged to bein full blast in many places. In ail 
of these violations no steps have been taken by 
the authorities for the protection of life or 
property. Strange to say, though this is a tem- 
perance county, these disorders grow out of 
whisky entirely. Pruminent liquor dealers in 
Rome, Ga., have established what is calleda 
“jug line.” In this way large quantities of 
whisky are conveyed iuto the county, markea 
merchandise, and taken to obscure piaces where 
the men get drunk, and murder frequently fol- 
lows. Efforts are being made to get the State to 
actin the matter. 








NORTHERN RANGE CATTLE. 


Cuarcaco, July &—L. D. Voak, stock 
agent of the St. Louis and San Francisco Rail- 
road, was at the yards to-day. He says the 
opening of the Northern range cattle season will 
be later than usual. There has been an abundant 
supply of grass, but, owing to the too frequent 
rains, it bas been “ washy,” and the cattle have 
not taken on flesh as rapidly as im ordinary sea- 
sons. Mr. Voak is of the opinion that Chicago 
will get more and better cattle trom the North- 
ern ranges than for any previous season, and 
that prices will rule only a little lower than for 

e season of 1884.

ENGLAND'S NEW MANAGERS 


THE * UTTERANCES OFTHE :.OLD 
AND NEW MINISTERS. 

THE COMMENTS AT HOME AND IN FRANOE 
AND GERMANY ON SALISBURY’S POLICY 
AND GLADSTONE’S PROMISE. 

Lonpon, July 8.—The Standard, in an 
editorial, says it isa pleasing duty to acknowl- 
edge the admirable tone in which Mr, Gladstone 
dealt with the Government plans in his speech 
in the House of Commons last night. The 
speech was a statesmaniike response to a states- 
manlike appeal. 

The majority of the European papers make 
favorable comments on the statement of Lord 
Salisbury regarding the policy of the new Gov- 
ernment. The République Frangais considers 
that the binding together of England and Ger- 
many is a serious event, and that France will 
soon learn what to expect therefrom. 

M. Waddington, French Ambassador to Lon- 
don, has informed Prime Minister Salisbury that 
the consideration of the Suez Canal question 
would be resumed forthwith by the interested 
powers by an exchange of views through their 
respective Ambassadors at Paris. 

St. PererssurG, July 8.—The Journal 
de Saint-Pétersbourg, referring to the speech of 
Marquis of Salisbury in the British House of the 
Lords Monday night, echoes his wish that 





the negotiations between Engiand and 
Russia for the settiement of the Af- 
ghan frontier question will result in 


anagreement. The Novoe Vremya declares that 
Russia will concede nothing on the Afghan ques- 
tion, 

Sir Edward Thornton, the British Ambassador 
to Ruasia, will leave shortly for England. 


Paris, July 8.—The Matin is authority 
for the statement that the Marquis of Salisbury 
has issued a circular to the powers interested 
urging them to ratify the Egyptian financial 
convention.

MEETING SPURGEON’S APPROVAL. 

Lonbon, July 8.—The Rev. Mr. Spurgeon 
publishes a letter in this afternoon's Pall Mall 
Gazette approving of that journal’s exposures 
of the secret vices of the aristocrats of London. 
The letter is remarkable in many respects, and 
the following are some of its expressions: “I 
feel bowed down with shame and indignation. 
This is loathsome business, but even sewers 
muat be cleaned. I pray that good may come 
from this horrible exposure, which incidentally 


must do harm, but whose great drift must re- 
sult in lasting benefit. I don’t think our church- 
es have failed, for they bave kepta pure rem- 
nant alive in the land. I believe that many are 
unaware of these dunghills reeking under their 
nostrils. I thank all co-operators in your brave 
warfare. Spare not villains, even though wear- 
ing stars and garters, We need a vigilance com- 
mittee, a moral police, to suppress this infamy. 
Let the light in withoutatint.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette, in one of its later after- 
noon editions, bids defiance to the authorities 
who are enraged in the work of attempting to 
suppress the sale of the past three days’ issues of 
the paper. Itclaims honor for leading in the 
cause of exposing the vices of the rich, and de- 
clares that the best men of England entnusi- 
astically pupeors it in its crusade. The Gazette 
challenges the courts of London to prosecute it 
for the work it is now engaged in, and says it 
mightsubpeena half the legislature of England 
to prove the accuracy of its revelations. The 
Gazette continues to-day the work of edding to 
its revelations. The paper is selling at a great 
premium, and the circulation isenormous. The 
police have been ordered to suppress the street 
sales of those issues of the paper which contain 
the articles on the secret vices of London. All 
news verdors found selling the issues in the 
streets are being arrested. Six vendors who 
were taken into custody this morning were ar- 
raigned this afternoon in the Mansion House 
Police Court and remanded for a week, bail 
being allowed.

THE CHOLERA IN SPAIN. 
Maprip, July &—The number of new 
cases of cholera reported in Spain yesterday, ex- 
clusive of those in Murcia and Castellon de la 
Piana, was 1,109, avd the deaths 628. In the 
town of Aranjuez the number of cases reported 


during the same period was 60, and the deaths 80. 

Sefior Silveia, Minister of Justice, has gone to 
Valencia, where terrible distress prevails. Chol- 
era has appeared at Teruel and Tarragona. 

The Government has stopped inoculation in 
the army and navy,and allows Dn Ferran to 
operate. only in the cholera districts, forbidding 
doctors elsewhere to practice the method. Dr. 
Ferran inoculates 600 patients daily. 


Paris, July 8.—Dr. Gibier has returned 
from Spain. He reports that Dr. Ferran keeps 
the nature of his vaccine a secret, though he 
treated him (Gibier) courteousiy, and allowed 
him to witness the operation. The Spanish hos- 
pitas are in a filthy condition. Dr. Gibier is 
a agaae of the efficacy of Dr. Ferran’s opera- 

ons. 

Poets of observation to prevent the introduc- 
tion of cholera have been ordered at roads lead- 
ing from Spain into France.

HUE IN FRENCH HANDS. 
Paris, July 8.—Gen. de Courcy tele- 
graphs from Hué under date of Tuesday night 
as follows: ** We are absolute masters here now. 
The enemy’s troops are dispersing. There are 
still burning a few isolated fires near the Lega- 
tion Building, and portions of the citadel are 
burning. The Royal Palace is intact, owing 
to the exemplary discipline of the Zouave 
battalion, who captured and now guardit. The 
alace contains great wealth, comprising 5,000,- 
f. in bar silver, which sum will be largely in- 
creased if gold bars be found. The artistic 
riches are inestimable. I await instructions.” 
Gen. Courcy also telegraphs that French fly- 
ing columns are patroling the environs of Hué

Detectives were at once set to work 
on the case, and to-day 15 persons were arrested 
in connection with the alleged plot.

EXTRACTS FROM HIS RAMBLING DIARY. AND 
WHAT HIS COUNSEL SAYS. 
Toronto, July 8.—The Globe publishes 
this morning extracts from the diary of Louis 
Riel, the rebel chief, which was found at Ba- 
toche by Gen. Middleton among other papers. 
It prophesies the fight at Duck Lake and other 
places, and gives revelations which he pretends 


came to him by Divine inspiration. The follow- 
ing is an extract from the diary: 

“ The spirit of God shows me a measure of merchan- 
dise. On the bottom of the measure are the following 
words: ‘The bowels of the North. Oh! my God, grant 
me, for the love of Jesus, of Mary, of Joseph, and of 
8t. John the Baptist, the grace to conquer the North 
and be master of all its possessions. Give me the 
bowels of the North !’’’ 

He also pretends that the spirit of God had re- 
vealed to him that a battle had taken place near 
Duck Lake, his objeot being no doubt to exert 
his influence and control over the half breeds. 
His diary also contains rambling prayers to the

Last 
April she resigned her position and went to 
New-York to act as traveling agent fora nouse 
in that city. This was done without giving 
her friends the least idea of her intentions. 
A week after her departure a sister living 


in Providence, R. L, received a postal 
card from her from this city onring she 
was here and about to leave for Baltimore. 
Since then nothing has been heard from Miss 
Schermerhorn, and her friends have become 
alarmed. A sister and brother-in-law are in this 
city making inquiries, but have found no trace 
of her, They do not know the name of the firm 
she was traveling for nor anything as to the 
nature of her business. The registers of 
the prominent hotels have been searched, 
but none of them contain the name of 
the missing woman nor any handwriting 
similar to hers to indicate that she is traveling

A DAY FULL OF INCIDENT 


GEN. GRANT RECEIVES A. PARTY 
OF MEXICAN EDITORS. 

AN INTERVIEW WITH A CATHOLIC PRIEST 
WHICH FURNISHED THE GENERAL 
PLEASURE—GEN. GRANT’S LETTERS. 

Mount McGrrGcor, N. Y., July 8.—No 
day since Gen. Grant’s stay here has been so full 
of incident as this. He was up early. Dr. 
Douglas's attendance in the sick room had been 
required only once during the night, and when 
the General felt the soft air wafting into his 
room this morning he was not satified to 
take it through his window, but wanted 
to go where he could get it as it came fresh from 
the woods, A chair was pillowed for him in the 
old place on the porch, and before 11 o’clock he 
came out to it. The green of the trees and grass 
glistened with the scouring .of frequent rains, 
and the air was laden with sweet odors. 
He sat enjoying the beautiful surround- 
ings for a few minutes and then went in and 
came out again, reluctant always to leave them 
and eager to return as often as was prudent. 
Afternoon came with a cheering prospect. The 
day had been exceptionally free from discom- 
fort. It refreshed him to get out into the air 
again and to see about him the smiling faces of 
his family. Everyone thought that if there had 
been no improvement there surely could be no 
decline on such a day. 

He was still cheerful in the middle of the aft- 
ernoon, when the train brought a troop of visit- 
ors who filed up the cottage path and saluted 
him. Several ladies were among them, who had 
come to call on the ladies at the cottage. They 
made a picture of lifeand grace on the porch 
that pleased the General. 

In the wake of the party followed a manin 
the dress of a priest. He stepped up the porch, 


and asked if he might have a word with the 
General. His name, he said, as he was a stran- 
ger, was the Rev. Edmund Didier, of St. Vin- 
vent’s Roman Catholic Church, Baltimore. The 
General overheard the request, and, as 
he was feeling comparatively littie dis- 
comfort, and could apprehend no harm to 
himself from a guiet chat of this kind, consent 
was given. The priest spoke in low, yaa tecmns 
tones, telling of the prayers of the people an 
the deep affection everywhere manifested to- 
ward the General. 

** | cannot speak even in a whisper.” the Gen- 
eral replied on a slip from his pad, which he 
handed to the priest. 

* You will have the prayers of all the people,” 
the priest repeated fervently. 

There was a moment of silence before the Gen- 
oat turned to his pad, on which he wrote as fol- 

ows: 

“Yes, I know; and I feel very grateful to the 
Christian people of the iand for their prayers on 
my behalf, ere is no sect or religion, as shown 
in the Old or the New Testament, to which 
this does not apply. Catholics, Protestants, and 
Jews, and all the good people ot the Nation. 
of all politics as well as religion, and aii 
nationalities seem to have united in wishing or pray- 
ing for my improvement. I ama great sufferer all the 
time, but the facts I have related are compensation 
for much of it. Allthat 1 can do is to pray that the 

rayers of all those good people may be answered so 
ar as to have us a]] meet in another and better world. 
I cannot speak even in a whisper.” 

Theeyes of the priest filled as he read the note. 
Then at his request the General signed and dated 
it. The two sat together a littie longer, the 

riest speaking occasionally, the General silent. 
t was a scene of simple reverence, with the 
balmy soothing surroundings of nature as a 
— The meeting seemed to do the General 
good. 

He sat by himself when it was over, looking 
out into the woods with no sign of weariness, 
but alook of contentment. When the spell was 
broken he went in and came out, moving as in 
the morning. It was yet a good day for him. 

A train at 6 o’ciock brought tne Mexican 
editors. The General was then, indoors. There 
were 20 of them, with 6 ladies, and they were 
escorted by Congressman West and the gentle- 
men who piloted them yesterday at Niagara 

‘alis. Word of their arrival was sent to 
the cottage from the hotel. The General 
replied through Col. Grant that he would 
be glad to see them. Then they filed to tne 
cottage. -The General appeared in the doorway 
leaning on his cane. Dr. Douglas, watchful and 
not without anxiety on his fave, stood near. 
Mr. Talbott, understanding the necessity of 
taxing the General as little as might be, passed 
the word that no one was totry to take his hand. 
The party drew up on the porcn. Each was 
presented inturn. Mrs. Grant extended genial 
greetings to the ladies. 

When introductions were over Dr. Dougias 
motioned the General to his chair. Then Mr. De 
Anda spoke, Mr, Ciarke, of the Two Republics, 
interpreting for him. The party pressed close 
tothe General in front and at the sides. He 
took up his pad when Mr. De Anda had 
spoken. There was color in the General’s 
cheeks and his eyes shone with pleasure. One 
would hardly have thought him a very sick man. 
The caution of Dr. Douglas seemed almost need- 
less. An intimation that the party had better 
retire and let the reply besent to them was vetoed 
by the General. It was an hour of enjoyment to 
him, and he wanted to lose no partofit. The 
party still pressed closely about him, while he 
wrote the following reply, which filled three 
slips from his pad: 

“My great interest in Mexico dates back to the war 
between the United States and that country. My in- 
terest was increased when four European mon- 
archies attempted to set up their institutions 
on this continent, selecting Mexico, a_ terri- 
tory adjoining. It was an outrage on hu- 
man rights for a foreign nation to attempt 
to transfer her institutions and her _ rulers 
to the territory of a civilized people without their con- 
sent. They were fearfully punished for their crime. 
I hope Mexico may soon begin «n uvoward and pros- 
perous departure. She has all the conditions; she has 
the people; she has the soil; she hes the climate, and 
she Res the minerals. The conquest of Mexico will not 
be an easy task in the future” 


Applause followed the reading of the note. 
The General was in rare humor. Spying a 
friend in the crowd he jotted for him a little 
pleasantry about the nature of this effort, It 
Was a pretty good political speech for an im- 
promptu one, he thought. 

Then another editor stepped forward, Dr. 
Mendezabal, of Orizava. He wanted to 
convey the special regards of José Maria 
Mata, ex-Minister from Mexico to Washington. 
Then Dr. Douglas intervened. His practiced 
eye couid see that the strain was affecting the 
General, and the party witbdrew from the 
porch. The General smilingly insisted on an 
acknowledgment of the ex-Minister’s greeting. 
It was sent to the hotel, and while the editors 
were reading it ata merry dinner, the General, 
exhausted by the withdrawal of the stimulating 
presence of the crowd, tottered back to his sick 
room. 

Dr. Douglas, who had been with him from the 
moment the sompeton began, was at his side, 
and directed that he be prepared at once for the 
night. It was not then past 7 o’clock. The doc- 
tor said it was nota reaction from excitement 
from which the General was suffering, but very 
great fatigue induced by this effort. The doc- 
tor said he had not anticipated such an elaborate 
affair, and that it was to be regretted on all ac- 
counts. The treatment applied after the Gen- 
eral was prepared for rest, however, soon brought 
relief in sieep quite early in the evening. 








MASONRY EXCLUDING AGNOSTICS. 
Toronto, Ontario, July 8.—The Masonic 


Grand Lodge of Canada met at Hamilton to- 


day. Grand Master Hugh Murray gave his de- 
cision in answer to a question regarding the ex- 
pulsion of a member from King Solomon Lodge, 
of Toronto, some time ago. The question was: 
“Can an agnostic who says ‘There may be a 
God, I do not deny it; but I do not know that 
there is,’ be made a Mason ?”” 

The answer of the Grand Master was as fol- 
lows: ‘“**No person can be initiated who does 
not believe in the true God, the great architect 
of the universe, the creator and preserver of ail 
things, who has revealed His will to man, and 
who will punish vice and reward virtue. * * * 
Masonry wisely requires no more than a belief 
in one great all-powerful God; * * * but it 
requires that and nothing less will be accepted. 
The man who denies the existence of a 
God is already excluded in the persons of 
those who only admit that there possibly may 
be a God, there may be a future life where men 
will be rewarded or punished for deeds done in 
the body. How can such a one be a Mason ? 
The volume of the sacred law given to rule and 
govern our faith and placed on our altars has 
for him no symbolic meaning. His answer that 
he puts his trust in God is untrue, To him the 
vatlosophy of Masonry is meaningless.” 

Grand Master Murray also said he had de- 
cided that a Quaker, who does not take an 
oath or administer one, cannot be made a Mason;

NO TRACES.OF THE CHEYENNES FOUND BY 

SEARCHING PARTIES, f 

Curoaco, July 8—Press dispatches re- 
ceived here to-day report that the Cheyennes 
have crossed the border into Kansas and are 
raiding towns in Kingman, Pratt, Barber, and 
Comanche Counties. One dispatch from To- 
peka stated that the town of Nescatungo, Co- 
manche County, had been burned and a number 
of persons murdered, and that Coldwater, near 
by, was surrounded by Indians. The Sheriff of 
Kingman County was given as authority for 
this story. 

A dispatch from Fort Reno represented the 
people at that post as greatly alarmed at the re- 
ports of Indian uprising, though the situation 
is one of suspense rather than actual dan- 
ger. <According to this dispatch the In- 
dians have finished their annual medicine 
dance and scattered to their respective camps. 
Few Indians are to be seen around theagency,and 
those who are there are, according to Agent 
Dyer, as impudent and unruly as though they 
were not under the eyes of 16 companies of 


United States soldiers. Magpie and his band of 
about 100 braves have been away from the agency 
about a month, and it is thought that they are 
caching their arms and hiding their ponies at 
the head waters of the Cimaron River,.in antici- 
pation of Government seizure. 

A dispatch from Leavenworth says that in 
accordance with the orders of the Secretary of 
War to send all the available troops into the In- 
dian Territory, four troops of cavalry, aggre- 
gating about 200 fighting men, left this after- 
noon'for Kingman. They will scout along the 
line between Kansas and the Territory, with a 
view to intercepting any hostiles bound for Kan-. 


sas. ;

There are now 1,000 soldiers at Fort Reno, and 
as many more at Forts Supply, Gibson, and Sill, 
in Kansas. Major Sumner, in command at Fort 
Reno, telegraphed Gen. Augur to-day that he 
could not learn that the Cheyennes had been 
guilty of any hostile acts. 

Gen. Schofield, who is in command of the Divis- 
ion of the Missouri, with headquarters in Chicago, 
received no reports to-day in confirmation of 
the story of the raid into Kansas. Gen. Augur 
telegraphed that he could hardly believe 
the report, but would like permission 
tosend the Sixth Cavalry to Kingman. Ina 
second dispatch Gen. Augur said that though 
the reports were very indefinite, he had sent 
four troops of cavairy to Kingman County, 
under Major Sanford, and wou d send forward 
six companies of troops under Col. Compton 
to-morrow. 


Wicuira, Kan., July 8.—The Hagle’s spe- 
cial from Kingman says: “A reliable party who 
was sent out last night has just returned. He 
had.ridden over the entire southern and western 
portions of Pratt and Kingman Counties, and 
reports noIndians and noone hurt,and the 
further he went the furtheraway the Indians 
were reported to be. The usual numper of 
Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians were hanging 
about Medicine Lodge and other small towns 
trading. Some of these small bands had no 
doubt m seen crossing the prairies, which 
gave rise to the terrible scare of yesterday.” 

An Eagle special from Fort Reno says the sit- 
uation there is unchanged and that many of the 
head men say they are willing to await action 
on the report of the Commissioner sent from 
Washington. About 600 or 700 young bucks say, 
however, that they will fight if their arms are 
demanded. These young Cheyennes have been 
canvassing among the Arapahoes and Comanches 
for assistance. They admit that the accidental 
killing of the young brave in the late sham bat- 
tle was “bad medicine.” The medicine men are 
working like beavers to keep up the war spirit. 
Unless the number of troops be doubled they 
will try their luck at more medicine making 
within a few days. 

Gen. Armstrong, of Louisiana,appointed to look 
into the Cheyenne troubles, arrived yesterday at 
Darlington, the Cheyenne agency. It is believed 
at the fort thata large number of Cheyennes 
are in rendezvous on the extreme western part 
of the reservation in the direction of the Texas 
Pan Handle. The medicine camp on the South 
Fork, 12 miles above the agency, has been almost 
deserted for two or three days. 


Topeka, Kan., July 8.—The following 
dispatch was received this morning by the Gov- 
ernor from H. R. Nickerson, ‘Division Superin- 


It was sent to Mr. Nickerson by the station 
agent at Kingman: 


Newron, July 8.—The agent at Kingman 
sends the following dispatch: ** The Indian scare 
assumed gigantic proportions here yesterday, 
and last night hundred of families flocked into 
town from points as far West as 40 miles for pro- 
tection. Several scouting parties have been out 
as far as 30 miles, and the further out they go 
the further off the Indians are, There is 
not a trace of an Indian or evidence 
of their having been nearer Kingman 
County than the Territory line, and no damage 
done there. There is a weneral scare, but its 
origin cannot be located. A party named Jones 
was down to the Territory line and heard the 
Indians were on the move, and on his way back 
to Pratt ae he met a neighbor named 
Smith, who told him the Indians were coming. 
Smith saw Brown and Brown saw his friend, and 
thus the story grew, and the excitement in- 
creased. The settlers have all started back for 
their homes.” 

The Governor has ordered 250 stands of arms 
to be sent to Kingman, Larned, Dodge City, and 
Garden City at once, thence they will be dis- 
tributed to various points in the southwest in 
case of an invasion. 


DENVER, Col., July 8.—Mr. Stollsteimer, 
agent for the Southern Utes, telegraphs to-night 
that after investigation he believes the recent 
killing of the tamily of six Indians was done by 
a band of horse thieves and not cowboys, as 
heretofore reported, and that attempts to steal 
Indian horses from the reservation have been 
made within the last day or two. 


CANADIAN TRADERS GRUMBLING. 








A PROTEST AGAINST INCREASING THE DUTY 
ON TOBACCO AND SPIRITS. 


MontTrEAL, July 8&—Tbe merchants of 
Montreal have still another grievance against 
the Government, and threaten to send a deputa- 
tion to Ottawa to ask for explanations as to 
wky the Inland Revenue Department since Sat- 
urday last have refused to accept money in pay- 
ment of duties in highwines and tobaccos, They 
say the only satisfaction they can get from the 


authorities here is that there may possibly bea 
rise in the duties on those articles, and they have 
been instructed not toaccept duties, but they 
fail to see what right the Government has to in- 
crease the duty on goodsimported for immediate 
consumption. This is the first time the authori- 
ties have recourse to this means of increasing 
the revenue, and the indignation caused among 
the trade is intense. The duty on tobacco at pres- 
ent is 12 cents; that on spirits is $1 per proof gal- 
lon. The former duty was—tobacco, cents; 
spirits, 90 cen The quantity in bond is com- 
paratively small on account of merchants an- 
ticipating the rise. On July 1there were 87,623 
proof gallons of spirits in bond and 521,873 
pounds of tobacco. 

A dispatch from Quebec says that the uncer- 
tainty generally prevailing on the subject of the 
prospective increased duties is having a damag- 
ing effect on trade. A number of vessels in the 
inland trade, which were to have left yesterday 
or to-day, are being detained for consignment 
until the merchants know exactly what prices to 
place on them. 











THE FIGHTING DONE BY THE WIVES. 

CuricaGco, July 8.—James W. Stable and 
Charles Moreheaa tell into a dispute 
yesterday over a horse belonging to 
the latter. In the meantime, the wives 


of the two men took up __—_ the 
quarrel in the house. Mrs. Morehead, the larger 
woman, had Mrs. Stable down and was pulling 
her pair and mopping her head against the 
floor. Stable wanted to g0 to her assist- 
ance, but Morehead held a_e revolver to 
his head until he thought his wife 
had beaten the other woman sufficientiy, and 
then putting the weapon in bis pocket, saun- 
tered slowly down the street. The indignation 
of the Stables assumed practical form to-day 
when they got out warrants before Justice Scul-- 
ly for the arrest of Mr. and Mrs. Morehead.

REJOINDER OF SENATOR JOHN:R, 

M PHERSON. 

HE. PRONOUNCES THE STORY FALSE AND 
SUBMITS LETTERS AND AFFIDAVITS IN 
THE MATTER. 

Senator McPherson, of New-Jersey, 

makes the following reply tc the charges re- 

cently preferred against him by the Trenton 

True American: 

BeLtzE MEAD, N. J., July 8, 1885. | 

The charge as made by the 7rue American is 
brietiy that William J. Sewell (at present a Sen- 
ator in Congress) and myself met together in 

Room No. 26 Continental Hotel, Philadelphia, 

Dec. 5, 1878, and then and there concocted a 

scheme to secure and advance the politicai fort- 

unes of both Sewell and myself, and also to as- 
sist the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. These 
charges are supported upon the sole alleged 

statement of Peter H. Watson—a man who is a 

total stranger to myself, and whom I have never 

seen—who, it is said, occupied an adjoining 
room, and who overheard the conversation be- 
tween the parties. The answer toitall is, the 
man who makes this statement was either crazy, 
an egregious liar, or grossly mistaken, the pre- 
sumovtion being he was the latter, at least 
mistaken as to the identity of one of the parties 
accused, as I shall presently show, and possibly 
asto both. And now as to the story itself. [ 
am informed the rooms thus occupied on that 
eventful day or night are separated by heavy, 
thick walls and double doors, each three inches 
thick, (except the ear witness was ensconced inan 
intervening water closet, in which event by one 
door only,) through which a campaign orator 
could scarcely be heard. Perhaps, therefore, 
we may be permitted again to presume that he 
drew largely upon his imagination for the state- 
ments made, (if any he bas made, of which 
there is as yet no evidence,) unless the 


conspirators wanted to be heard by some- 
body. The very extravagance of the as- 
sertions, couple with the circumstances 


surrounding the whole affair, proves their 
absurdity. As to the last charge made, that of 
conspiring in the interests of subsidy or railroad 
legislation for the Pennsylvania Railroad, I refer 
the public to my votes in the State Legislature 
and in Congress during 11 consecutive years of 
service to find even one vote given for a subsidy 
for any purpose, railroad or otherwise, or any 
legislative favor granted to arailroad. Nothing 
is better known in New-Jersey than that ny 
first election to the Senate, in 1877, was bitterly 
opposed by the Pennsylvania and other railroads 
of the State because of my then record and my 
proclaimed opposition to the Texas and Pacific 
subsidy then pending in Congress. In view of 
these facts, my talk with Sewell, one year later, 
as reported, seems ridiculous. 

In October, 1879, I was asked the meaning of a 
report concerning a political understanding be- 
tween Sewell and myself which took place at 
the Continental Hotel, Philadelphia, in Decem- 
ber preceding. Expressing great surprise, I 
asked for the story and the source of the infor- 
mation. I was referred to Senator Theodore F. 
Randolph (then living) for furtber information, 
and to him 1 addressed the following letter: 

NEwW- YORK, Oct. 24, 1879. 
The Hon. T. F. Randoigh: 

DBAR Str: A friend has just informed me that an 
alleged conversation between Gen. W.J. Sewell and 
myself at the Continental Hotel, in Philadelphia, aps | 
in December last, had been overheard and reported. 
am aleo advised it had been reported to you some 
months ago—and that the purport of that conversation 
was in the nature of a conspiracy against the Demo- 
cratic Party and you yourself, and in the interest of 
the Republican Party, and especially Sewell’s political 
ambitions. Permit meto say, if you have been the 
custodian of this false and siunderous accusation for 
even one day, instead of months, without giving mea 
chance of defense, then | am greatly disappointed in 
your feelings toward me. Without regard to its effect 
upon me personally I certainly conclude that party in- 
terests cannot be benefited by such a course. [I 
speak thus plainly. assuming that you knew of such 
reports. To say the least 1 should have acted other- 
wise if our positions were reversed. I know not 
what the reports are except in a general pe Prem 
am left to conjecture respecting the identity of their 
author. I beg jeave to ay. however, that whoever the 
author may be he is grossly deceived as to the identity 
of the persons accused or he is a most despicable vil- 
lain. To say that Gen. Sewell and myself in December, 
last in Philadelphia or atany timeor place held any 
such conversation is false as hell... To this effect my 
denial and that of Gen. Sewell under oath is ready. [I 
was at the Continental Hotel on the 5th of December 
jast and at no other time during the morth, Now, if 
this be the time alleged, I will show by other testimony 
as. reliable as the fabricator of this story thatit is 
not, and without their knowledge could not be, true. 
It is very unfortunate for the vendor of this non- 
sense that he did not wait for a verification of his 
story until some proofs of my infidelity were shown. 
Now, Bir, if you have any knowledge ofthe subject 
matter of this letter I trust you will recognize the in- 

ustice of withhoiding longer the facts and lexve me 
o deal withthe author. Respectfully, your obedient 
servant, J. R. M’PHERSON. 


Senator Randolph called upon me a few days 
later, apologized for not at once replying to my 
letter, pooh-poohed the whole matter as absurd, 
and, while he admitted he had on a certain oc- 
casion spoken of the story as a political incident, 
he had dropped the whole subject from his mind 
and would not again speak of it even tome. I 
wanted my name connected with no more inci- 
dents of this kind, and so informed him, Ex- 
cept to make this history complete, I would not 
have used the above letter here or in way re- 
ferred to the deceased Senator. In like manner 
the subject had been dismissed from my mind 
until in October, 1880. Inthe very midst of the 
Presidential campaign of that year (which this 
conspirator, as Chairman of the State Commit- 
tee, was charged to bring to a successful issue) [ 
was informed for the first time in a serious and 
1 thought threatening manner by Henry C. Kel- 
sey of this alleged combination between Sewell 
and myself, date and place this time 
being ven, but the name of the pub- 
lic benefactor who had reported the story 
withheld, I demanded, without success, 
however, the name of the accuser and that 
no injury might be done the canvass then in 
progress, as soon as ended, the publication of the 
charges. 1 then sought the name of the occu- 

ant of the adjoining room on the Continental 

otel register. R. H. Watson, of Obio, the reg- 
ister said, was the man. I addressed to him also 
a letter stating all I was permitted to know, and 
demanding if he had made such a statement to 
give the same at once full publicity. This letter 
for safety of delivery I sent througn Hugh J. 
Jewett, at the time President of the Erie Rail- 
road. To this letter I received noreply. Dis- 
trusting the source of my information, to me 
always a suspicious one, perforce, this charge 
was full of meaning, and I began to look to my 
ammunition; in short, to investigate myself, and 
the circumstances proved very suspicious, as 
the uel will show. I discovered unerr- 
ingly that my Visit to Philadelphia at the 
date aforesaid, the only one made by me during 
the entire Winter—as I seldom stop there at all~ 
was for a twofold purpose, to attend a corpora- 
tion meeting (not railroad) at_the hotel in the 
daytime, and for that purpose I telegraphed for 
@ room, (26 being assigned,) and to attend a busi- 
ness meeting 1n the evening, not in the hotel. 
The first meeting [ tailed to reach, but was in 
time for the second. I did not visit the room 
(26) or any room at all, but left the house at 
once with Mr. A. M. Fuller and others to keep 
my second engagement, disappointing a number 
of political friends who had been notified of my 
coming to Philadelphia, and without entering 
the hotel again that night went ona late train 
to New-York, reaching there before dayiight. I 
now and here affirm witb all the ponderosity of 
particulanty that I did not meet Gen. Sewell, or 
any mao; woman, or child in room 26 Conti- 
nenta! Hotel, Philadelphia, on Dec. 5, 1878, either 
during the day or night. Nor have I ever met 
Gen. Sewell prior to that date orsubsequent to 
that date in Philadelphia or elsewhere tor tbe 
object and purpose as charged. 

But this is not all. Instead of being a conspir- 
ator myself, I had earned the right to susvect 
that I was being made the victim of a conspiracy, 
and making due allowance for the death and for- 
getfulness of men, prudence dictated additional 
safeguards. Accordingly I addressed letters to 
the following gentlemen, who had much to do 
with the objects of mytrip to Philadeihia, and 
whose memory of the circumstances was there- 
fore iikely to be accurate: Mr. James Montgom- 
ery, then of Chicago, now of New-York; Nir. A. 
M, Fuller, a prominent citizen of Phiiadelphia, 
Director in the First National Bank, Jersey City, 
and one of the largest property owners in that 
city, and Mr. D. H. Sherman, President of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Stock Yards in Jersey 
Gity, who, although a Republican, by his personal 
aid to me made possible the one majority on 
oint ballot which elected a Democratic Senate” 
n 187%.

Littie, of the 
county of Monmouth, strangely enough, consid- 
ering his political record, (his record I will leaye 
with the Hon. Miles Ross, who was five times in 
Oongress from that district, and Gov. Leon 
Abbett to show.) had been nominated in that 
county for State Senator, but whether the nom- 
ination was the spontaneous act of a gen- 
erous and forgiving people, a8 they are, or of 
Little’s generosity is in doubt.

Boston, July &—Gen. Francis A. Walker, 
who was so warmly presented for the Presi- 
dency of Cornell at the Alumni meeting in New- 
York last night, is at present in London. Those 
most closely connected with the Institute of 
Technology say that it is not likely that 
be will accept a call and leave his work 


here. John Cummings, President of the 
Shawmut Bank, who is well acquainted 
with the affairs of the institute, says: 


“They cannot get Mr. Walker. He is perfectly 


satisfied where he is, and he certainly fills the 
place better than any other man I know could 
do. Why should he leave the institute under 
such circumstances, when he has refused already 
the position of Secretary of the New-England 
Trust Company ata salary of $10,000? He has 
not only the respect, but the love, of the Faculty 
and students of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and I haven’t a particle of doubt 
that he wit decline the position,” 

Mr. H. Webster King, of No. 166 High-street, 
another friend of the institute, says that he was 
greatiy surprised at seeing Mr, Walker’s name 
used in connection with the Presidency of Cor- 
nell, and added: “I am greatly interested in 
Gen. Walker and in seeing him remain in his 
present position. Heis just the man we want— 
in tact, the right man in the right place. I of 
course do not know anything about the matter, 
but it is my opinion that Mr. Walker knows 
nothing of this suggestion and would not con- 
sider it for a moment, and Iam certain that the 
institute will not let him go if it isin their power 
to keep him.”

A NEW LINE TO BE BUILT TG SECURE AN 
OUTLET TO CHICAGO AND THE BEAST— 


OTHER LINES PROJEOTED, 


Minwavkez, July 8.—The Wisconsin 
Central Railway Company has at last taken a de- 
cided step toward securing an outlet to Chicago 
and the Esst, and a line of read is to be 
built immediately from Se¢hleisingeryille, on 
the Wisconsin Central, to Chicago, An 


extension company has been formed for the 
purpose, with a capital stock of $20,000,000. The 
incorporators are Henry Alison, Edward Alison, 
Halver Olson, Edward Olson, and Henry Olson, 
wealthy business men of Chicago, who alsa farm 
the first Raard af Directors of the new company. 
The organization has been incarparated and the 
charter issued to the Wisconsin Central Oam- 
pany. Work will be commenced on the new line 
at ance, and it will he pushed to completion as 
rapidly as passible. 

Thea company propose to build a main line 
from Chicago in a northwesterly divection 
through Cook and Lake Counties to the Wiscon- 
sin State line. Thig route will run parallel with 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and Chica- 
go and Northwestern Roads. No effort has been 
made as yet to securea right af way inta Mil- 
waukee, but it is said the line will enter near 
where the St. Paul track finds entrance, This line 
will be extended to Schieisingerville, where it will 
connect with the Wiseonsin Central at its pres- 
ent terminus, giving direct communication be- 
tween Ashland and Chicago, St. Paul and Chi- 
cago. A through route from Chicago to the Pa- 
cific will also be opened at the same time by way 
of the Northern Pagifio Road. Jn adgition to 
the line hetween Chicayo and Milw ukee the 
company will construct another road from caine 

o west through Cook and Du Page Counties ta 

igin, thence in a northwesterly direction 
through McHenry County, to the Wisconsin 
State line; near Walworth. This line will proba- 
bly be projected northward through Walworth 
County, andif necessary can he_ made te con- 
nect with the mainline of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral. Another line still may be built to Belvi- 
dere and Rockford, and thence northward to 
Belott., Rock County, and to other points in 

outhern Wisconsin. 

An official of the road said to-day there 
was no doubt that the company would build 
the pronosed line, and that it would be com- 
pleted with all possible haste. He said there was 
no likelihood of the Central arriving at On SEree 
ment with the St. Paul, and that as the Central 
was now situated it wasat a disadvantage in 
competing for St. Paul business. As long ago 
as April 20 it was stated that an understand- 
ing bad heen arriyed at between President 
Colby, of the Wisconsin Centrai, and a 
number of Eastern capitalists, whereby it was 
agreed that the latter should censtruct a line 
connecting Schleisingerville and Chicago, which 
should practically amount to an extension of 
the Central line. President Colby, on his return 
from the East a month or so ago, said in an in- 
terview with a TrimMgEs correspondent that if the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Company 
declined toa grant the Wiseonsin Cen- 
tral, for a reasonable consideration, facil- 
ities for getting inta Chicago with its 
business from St. Paul and Minneapolis, as well 
as from Northern Wisconsin, the Central would 
build into Chicago.

THE TRUNK LINE POOL, 
ITS CONDITION IMPROVED LITTLE BY THE 
RECENT ADVANCE IN RATES. 
Matters in the trunk line pool remain 
in about as unsatisfactory condition as before 
the announcement of the advance in east-bound 
rates for grain to 15 cents and the prospective 
advance of Monday next to 20 eents. One of 
the officers of a line within the pool said yester- 
day that the Chicago roads were actively en- 
gaged in an attempt, which seemed to he honeat- 
ly meant, to uphold and maintain rates, and 
that the managers of the roads of the 


Eastern cities were doing nothing but 
sitting still and awaiting developments. 
Concerning the outstanding contracts, which 
might prove a fatal obstacle to the maintenance 
of rates, he thought that but few were extant, 
as the rate on grain at 10 to 11 cents made it im- 
practicable to go into future contracts. The 
only contracts known of any importance were 
on wool and lumber, but with an honest pur- 
ose to maintain rates on the part of the roads 
nthe Central Trattic Association, a long step 
forward in settling the difficulties would be 
gained. If the Western roads did not adhere to 
their present purpose many of them would be 
swamped by financial difficulties, 


Curcaco, July 8,—The Chicago roads run- 
ning East have declined to agree to the demand 
of the roads running East from the Saginaw 
lumber district to make a lower rate on lumber 
than provided for in the tariff of April 6, in 
order to be able to meet the competition by the 
lake lines. It has been decided to make east- 
bound lumber rates eleventh class—30 cents per 
100 pounds from Chicago to New-York—in ac- 
cordance with the original action at the Niagara 
Falls meeting. 


CINcINNATI, July 8,—East-bound freight 
rates went all to pieces to-day. Whisky, which, 
according to the eurd, should pay 80 cents, was 
taken at 12. cents, Lard was taken at 10 cents, 
the card rate being 17 There were also heavy 
cuts on grain.

TO FIGHT FOR “ITS RIGHTS,” 
MR. GREEN’S ANSWER IN THE SUIT TO FORE- 
CLOSE THE WEST SHORE MORTGAGE. 
Ashbel Green, Receiver of the North 
River Construction Company, has filed an 
answer in the suit of the United States Trust 
Company for the foreclosure of the West Shore 
mortgage. The answer discloses some ef the 
interesting questions that are likely to develop 


in the foreclosure proceedings. Following are 
the principal points of the document: 

First—The North River Construction Company ex- 
pended about $7,000,000 more than wus required un- 
der the contract to build the road, and this sum is a 
prior lien an the West Shore property. or ¢ertain parts 
of it. The debt to the North River company is claimed 
to be a prior lien to the West Shore firsts, 

Second—Receiver Green holds 589 bonds of the West 
Shore and Hudson River Railway Company and 86 
bonds of the New-York, West Shore and Chicago Rail- 
road Company. These bonds are a lien on a portion of 
the West Shore property in Orange County and the 
United States reservation at West Point, and are 
claimed to be prior liens to the Weat Shore firsts. 

Third—The Receiver bolds 988 shares of the capital 
stock of the West Shore and International aie 
Company. which is the lawful owner of part_of the 
West Shore property in Erie County, and tne Recaly- 
er’s claim on this stock and property is alleged to be 
superior te the elaim of the United States 'l'rust Com- 
pany as Trustee of the West Shore first mortgage 

onds. 

Fourth—The Receiver holds $2,363,050 first mortgage 
eoupons, which area prior lien to the first mortgage 
bonds themselves. 

Fifth—Receiver Green takes the ground that the 
New-York State Supreme Court has no jurisdiction to 
order the sale of that part of the West Shore Railroad 
Company’s property situated in the State of New-Jer- 
sey, and which is covered by the mortgage. 

Stoth—The principal of the mortguge, it is claimed, 
bas never been legally deciared to be due, and the ac- 
tion to foreclose was Prometurely brought. The 
Trustee has been directed to dismiss the present suit 
because the holder of the coupons on which the sult 
was brought bas waived the default. 


The answer put in by Receiver Greep indicates 
a determination on the part of the North River 
Construction Company to fight for what it 
deems its rights if it involves the threatened 
“six years of litigation.”

COMING TO AN AGREEMENT. 
THE NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN THE PENNSYL- 


VANIA AND NEW-YORK CENTRAL. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 8—The Philadel- 


phia Times to-morrow will say that all signs 
point to the conclusion that the negotiations be- 
tween the Pennsylvania ‘and ‘New-York 
Central Railroad Companies have reached 
a basis of settlement, though there are 
some details yet to be arranged, It 


can be stated as a fact that persons very 
close to the Pennsylvania Railroad management 
have been large and active buyers of the stock 
et the company within the last day er two, and 


to that fact is due the great rise in Pennsylyania 
stock to-day, which went up from 4744 to 49, and 
closed at the heat tigures of the day. A number 
of important conferences have been held in 
New-York and in this city within the last few 
days. and although the questions to be cansid- 
ered were vast and intricate, it is understaod that 
an agreement in general terms has been reached. 
As is well known the thorn which has caused 
the greatest distress to the Vanderbilt interest 
is the West Shore. It has utterly demoralized 
his local business, preventing the New-York 
Central from making up upon its local traffic 
what it has lost during the trunk line war on 
through business. At thesametime the Penn- 
sylvania, though now in a much better position 
shan its great New-York rival, is menaced by 
Vanderbilt’s South Pennsylvania Railroad par- 
alleling its main ling to Pittsburg, and on which 
about $5,000,000 has already been expended. It 
sees, alsa, its great Southern rival, the Baltimore 
and Ohia, building right into its awn fleld, 

It is understood that both Mr. Vanderbilt and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad people have con- 
cluded that peace is better than war and have 
determined to have it if they have to make some 
sacrifice to get it. If the West Shore had never 
been built and the South Pennsyivania never 
started the settlement of the war would have 
been comparatively easy. It has been a matter 
of great difficulty to come to an agreement 
regarding the superfluous lines, butit is un- 
derstood that Mr, Vanderbilt will control 
the management of the West Shore, while the 
Pennsy)vania territory is, 50 far as Mr. Vander- 
bilt is concerned, to be left to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. Just what is ta became of 
the South Pennsylyania is not certain, Some 
well informed railroad men say that the pro- 
jectors have abandoned it, thinking it better 
to lose 000,000 than $15,000,000. Rut it is 
predicted that the line will pass into the 
hands of the Pennsylvania. The argument is 
also said to involve the transfer to the Pennsyl- 
vania ef the control of the Beach Creek Rail- 
road, Vandervilt’s new line into the Clearfield 
coal fields. Ex-Senator William A, Wallace and 
Gen. Magee, both largely interested in the Beach 
Creek Road, haye both been in the city recently, 
it is believed, on this business. Gen. Magee re- 
mained inthe city several days, a thing rather 
unusual with him. 

A gentleman well informed on railroad mat- 
ters said to-night that if an agreement between 
the New-York Central andthe Pennsylvania had 
been reached, it involyed an attempt to keep the 
Raltimore an hia out of New-York. The 
Pennsylvania, he said, had just been beaten in an 
attempt to keep the Baltimore out of Philadel- 
phia, but he thought Vanderbilt’s interest in 
the Reading and ersey Central might be 
sufficient to keep it out af New-York, and, 
he added, “Vanderbilt bates the Raltlmore 
and Ohio much worse than he hates the Penn- 
s¥ylyania.” The Baltimore and Ohio's anly 
way of getting from this city ta New-York at 
present is over the Reading and Jersey Central 
tracks, and if{t were shut out from these it 
would involve the abandonment of its purpose 
to reach the metropolis or the building of a new 
line, with a very peor prospect of getting desir- 
able terminal facilities on the New-York Harbor.

VIGOROUS MEASURES TO STOP DEMONSTRA- 
TIONS BY STUDENTS AND EDITORS. 

Orry or Mexico, July 8, via Galveaton.— 
The trouble over the settiement of the English 
debt continues. Additional arrests of students 
and opposition editors haye been made and the 
public mind ig much alarmed fearing that if the 
students continue their agitation there may he 
serious disturbances, as the Government is de- 
termined to put down mobs without any com- 
punctions. The streets are patroled at night by 
troops, and the cavalry regiments have their 
horses ready saddled day and night. The Goy- 
ernment has a large force of secret police all 
over the city, and persons making outcries 
against the authorities are summarily arrested, 
This measure has been taken ag being less irri- 
tating to the populace than haying troops in 
the public places during the day. A student 
who assaulted a high official on the street was 
immediately arrested by the secret police. The 
excitement among the students in the Medical, 
Preparatory, and Engineering Schools runs 
high, and this afternoon some students who 
were engaged in putting up new printed pro- 
tests were arrested and the placards torn down 
by the police. The technical schools have had 
to shut their doors during the last two days on 
account of the excitement amon the students, 
wpo are Rolding meetings on the Alameda. 

n military oircles regret is expressed at the 
action of the students, for if rioting breaks out 
there will be no firing of blank cartridges by the 
troops, and as the students in many cases belong 
to the first families of the city there would, in 
event of shooting, be great indignation, which 
might give rise to serious consequences. Many 
rumors are aflogt—one to the effect that Gen.

WHEAT CROP PROSPECTS 


Oe 
A FALLING OFF INTHE ESTIMATED 
YIELD. 
CONDITION AND OUTLOOK OF TH CROP IN 
VARIOUS STATES AS OUTLINED IN 


TRUSTWORTHY REPORTS. 


MrLwavuKna, Wis., July 8.—S. W. Tall- 
madge presents herewith his fourth gen- 
eral report on the condition and outlook 
of the wheat crop of the United States for 
1885. Notwithstanding the eurrent rumors 
that the wheat condition has developed great 
improvement during the past 10 days, the re- 
ports show the contrary. While slight improve- 
ment is noted in some of the small producing 
States, the larger wheat States show a still fur- 
ther falling off in the probable yield, and from 
the very latest advices from the principal Win- 
ter wheat States Mr. Tallmadge says he can 
see no good reason to change his 
late - estimate of 331,000,000 bushels as 
the probable total yield of Winter and 
Spring wheat. Tho Spring wheat States, Iowa, 
Nebraska, and Dakota, report the wheat in ex- 
cellent condition, with every indication of a 
sood average outcome, but we must not lose 
sight of the fact that these States have just 
entered into the trying month for Spring wheat. 
Reports from Minnesqta show cansiderable 
damage in the southern part of the State, 
while Northern Minnesota shows the crop 
in promising condition. Many excellent 
judges say the State will do well to yield 33,000,- 
000 bushels. Reports from Wisconsin indicate 
the crop in fair condition, hut owing to the de- 
crease in area and almost entire loss of the 
Winter wheat the State will not nroduce ayer 
75 per cent. of last year’s crop. The following 


are the reports ag received from the State De- 
partments and statistical agents: 


KENTUCK Y.—John F. Davis, Commigsioner of Agri- 
culture, Drankfort, Ky., reparts ag follows; Wheat— 
One hundred and thir Y corres andents from 76 goun- 
ties ve,the average >! per cent. of a full crop; can- 
dition, per cent. These figures give the 1 
average prospect of actual yield fo ye State 2144 per

E, Rowman, State Statistical Agent of 
Kentucky, says: 

‘there is no truth in the report. come from what 

quarter it may, that the wheat crop of Kentucky is 


thrashing out much better than expected; on t 

contrary. in the little thrashing that has been 
done the yield is below the pasimpte plaged 
on the crop as it sta» n he fields. 


I stand by my estimate made some @ ago, The 
Kentucky wheat Srop* will not exceed 3. 500, G00 bushes, 
and the chances are two to one that it will fall below 
it. You can infer from this how disastrous is the fail- 
ure of our orep. when the crop of a few years ago 
reached over 17,000,000 bushels. ’? 

Trexas.—The Texas Star Flour Mills, of Gal- 
veston, say: 


“ Since our last report we have had too much rain, 
and we hear of a great deal of wheat being damaged tn 
shock and sprouting. It is still raining 
sections, and the damage cannot yet be estimated. Wa 
trust the damage will not be as great as reported to 
us, agsmost of the wheat is in shock yet. Next week 
will disclose the extent of the damage. In some 
localities where the raing have not interfered with 
thrashing the yield is from 20 to 25 bushels per acre.” 


VIRGINIA.—Randolph Harrigon, Commissioner 
of Agriculture, reports as follows: 


“Ihave just returned from the country, 50 miles 
from Richmond. Wheat seems to have filled well, and 
I hope will give a good yield in proportion to the straw, 
but it is just as impossible for us to have a 
feir or average crop as it is for 700 pounds to 
weighaton. In the tidewater seotions of the State 
there are some good crops on the sandy 
loams; there was comparatively little Winter illing. 
byt that 1s not tho part of the Stute in whion the bulk 
of the wheat ig raised. It is in Middle Vir tats, Pied- 
mont, tne valley, and the Tidewater tha’ the amage 
has been greatest. We are in the midstof harvest 
now, two or three weeks later than usual.” 


Wrst VIRGINIA.—John H, Strider, Statistician 
of West Virginia, says: 


“Weare in the midst of harvest; some fields are 
yipldie botter than expected, while others are an thin 
tis difficult to cut them. On the whole the yield of 
the State will not be above your estimate.” 


CALIFORNTA.—A. J. Hopper, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Agriculture of Cali- 
fornia, says: 


“ Mr, Edwin F. Smith, the Secretary, requests me to 
state to you that there is no improvement in the con- 
dition of the wheat crop, and that your estimate of 
25,000,000 bushels as the probable yield ofthe State 
is about correct.” 


Iniro1s.—8. D. Fisher, Statistician, says: 


*Inreply to your inquiry with regard to the correc- 
tions of the late rumors of the greatly improved con- 
dition of Winter wheat inthis State, I will state that 
it is probable the heads are some larger and the kernel 
heavier than fs usual, and to that extent m inpresse 
the June estimate.

VIRGINIA COUPONS FOR TAXDS. 

DANVILLE, Va., July 8.—Judge Bond, of 
the United States court, to-day, in Chambers, 
decided the coupon case of J. C. Shafer against 
Ss. C. Greenhow, State Treasurer, Shafer tend- 
ered coupons in payment of taxes to the 
amount of $673. The Treasurer refused to re- 
ceive them on the ground that they were not 
verified under the coupon killer act. Shafer 


filed a petition for an injunotion to restrain the 
Treasurer from returning him on the delinquent 
tax list. The court caused a decree to be entered 
perpetuating the injunction and further enjoined 
the Treasurer from returning the complainant's 
property as delinquent, being of the opinion 
that the complainant paid hig taxes due the 
State hy means of the coupons and money de- 
scribed in the bill.

A DRUNKEN TRUCKMAN TRIES TO COMMI? 
SUICIDE, 


Kight years ago Joseph Fletcher, a truck- 
man, had his head seriously injured by a stone 
which fell.on him.

of Friedrich Brothers, No. 346 Hudson-street, he 
purchased a quantity of corrosive sublimateé, 
saying he wanted to doctor a horse for fistula. 
He said he was John Thompson, of No. 114 Var- 
ick-s . and as he had been in the store before 
for horse medicine the clerk believed him. 
Going home, he sent the boy fora pint of beer, 
and after drinking part of it put the poison in 
the rest, and drank the mixture, saying to his 
son: ‘Joe, here goes papa.” 

The boy ran out and his father followed, and 
at Chariton and Hudson streets accostea Officer 
Maximilian Fischer, of the Exgnth Precinct, and 
told him he had taken poison.

“THE MIKADO” STILL EXCITING 
MANY OF THE MANAGERS. 

THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN MESSRS. CAMP- 
BELL AND HAYMAN—NEW-YORK SCHOOL 
OF ACTING—MISCELLANEOUS NOTES. 

The following characteristic communica- 
tions have just passed between John Stetson at 
Boston, and Syduey Rosenfeld at Chicago: 

Rosenfeld to Stetson—If you will cancel your 
engagement with D’Oyly Garte's company I will 
step into your theatre on the 27th of the month 
with my ‘** Mikado” company. 

Stetson to Rosenfeld—Better give up stealing. 
You have altogether too much gall. 

Hosenfeld to Stetson—Have shown your dis- 
patch to my lawyer, who says I can prosecute 
you ne sending such matter through the tele- 
graph. 

Stetson to Rosenfeid—I considered the whole 
affair as a joke from begnining to end. 

Rosenfeld to Stetson—All right. I accept your 
apology. 

Sydney Rosenfeld also applied to the Bijou 
Opera House, in this city, and to the manage- 
ment of the Star Theatre for dates, but was in- 
dignantly rejected in those houses, though with 
leas telegraphic expense than hjs refusal at the 
Fifth-Avenue Theatre was attended with. In 
spite of the fact that when Mr. Rosenfeld pro- 
duced “ The Mikado” iast Monday, in Chicago, 
the theatre was not opened until nearly 9 o’clock, 
and the performance was said to have resembled 
a dress rehearsal more than anything else, the 
irrepressible gentleman telegraphed to Frank 
Wilson immediately afterward at the Casino, 
“You can’t imagine the wonderful triumph I 
have had.” To which exuberant remark, when 
he heard it, Manager John A. McCauli rejoined: 
“ Andhe did havea triumph, too. He got the 
theatre open without the use of a crowbar or 
jimmy, and, let me tell you, that’s a triumph he 
ought not to forget until his dying day.” Syd- 
ney Rosenfeld has plagiarized Manager Duff's 
idea. He asserts his intention of bestowing ade- 
quate remuneration as conscience money upon 
Messrs. Gilbertand Sullivan. “Iam using their 
brain work,” he says, “‘and for this brain work 
I mean to pay them, asI should expect to be 
paid by them. I have no use for those middle- 
men or vampires who feed on the brains of 
others, and while pretending to fight off pirates 
and flaunting a faise flag of proprietary law are 
simply preventing an honest international copy- 
right.” This statement Mr. Rosenfeld published 
in a Jewish newspaper in Chicago, and he con- 
cluded by’remarking that, **To me such men as 
D’Oyly rte, John MeCaull, Golamark, and 
others of that ilk do not exist in the realm of art 
atall.” The papers restraining Mr. Rosenfeld 
from producing * The Black Hussar” next Mon- 
day in the State of Llinois will be signed and 
ready at the end of the week. Mr. McCaull de- 
clares that Rosenfeld has set the injunction 





aside as regards the State of New-York, 
and that the instant he sets foot in 
this city he will be arrested. Meanwhile 


Lawyer Brown, D'Oyly Carte’s counsel, is tak- 
ing all he can get for the legitimate sale of 
“The Mikado.” He is making few stipulations, 
allowing managers to use their own companies 
and thankfully pocketing anything they will 
vive him. The latest announcements of pro- 
fuctions are made by J. T. Ford, of Baltimore, 
and Charles E. Ford, of St. Louis, who proclaim 
that they have the “exclusive right” to produce 
Gilbert & Sullivan's ** Mikado” in atl the South- 
ern and Southwestern States, with the London 
orchestration, scenery, and costumes according 
to the London models and sketches. Manager 
James C. Duff is confidently and hopefully 
awaiting restraint from the Fords, who he con- 
tends must, in the interests to which they have 
exciusive rights, do something to stop the New- 
York production. Mr. Duff has carefully selected 
his chorus, and all the principals to be gcen at 
the Standard Theatre are rusticating in the 
—— studying their parts at the same 
time. iss Vernona Jarbeau has put herself 
under the tuition of Max Maretzek for the rdle 
of Pitti-Sing, one of the “three little maidens 
all unwary.” It has been discovered that it is 
not George Lowell Tracy who owns the Ameri- 
can copyright of “The Mikado,” but Lawyer 
Brown, who took the certificate at Washington. 
The opera 1s now calied at the Standard Thea- 
tre Lawyer Brown’s George Lowell Tracy's Sir 
Arthur Sullivan's “Mikado.” Following the 
example of the Chicago Museum, which has 
been presenting the opera fo an admiring public 
for the price of one dime, the Pavilion, in 
Brooklyn, under the management of Grau, one 
of the numerous fraternity headed by the en- 
terprising Maurice, bas commenced to rehearse 
“The Mikado,” with the exalted idea of produc- 
ing it at the same reduced cost of admission.

Mr. Bartley Campbell and Mr. Al Hayman, of 
Baldwin’s Theatre, San Francisco, are enjoying 
p warfare of verbosity, of which it seems hard 
to imagine a peacefui settlement. Mr. Camp- 
bell, the ubiquitous, signed a contract with Mr.

. Durand has not been heard from. It is said 
that heis afraid to face the remaining actors. 
Those at the Hétel Pieds de Mouton speak 
in loud praise of Mr. Maurice Grau, whom, 
they ny. they would trust with untold 
gold. Their misfortunes have not affected 
their loyalty, and it is little M. Durand on 
whose shoulders the disaster is laid. All the 
artists have returned to France. M. Meziéres 
will return to play with Mme. Judic. That the 
French comedian, as has been said, will attempt 
to play in English after Mme. Judic's season is 
untrue. im. Meziéres has not the faintest idea 
of the English language, and it is seriously as- 
serted that he iseven unable to pronounce the 
words “ good morning.” Mr. Maurice Grau is at 
present at Carishad, but he will return at the end 
of August with Mme. Judic. He has had a new 
play ** made to order” for that lady, in which 
French and American ideas are mixed in the 
usual half and half manner. Mme. Judic wiil 
undoubtedly be seen to greater adyantage in 
some of her genuine Parisian productions.

CAREER OF THE SONORA OUTLAW WHO DE- : 


FIES THE MEXICAN REPUBLIC. 
From the City of Mexico Two Repubdites. 
While the world is wondering at the sin- | 
gular success whith has placed El Mahdi on the 
barbaric throne of the Soudan, Mexico has ap- 
parently found her Mahdiin the person of Jose 
Marie Cajeme, who holdsa sceptre of terror over 
Sonora as the Mohammedan chieftain does over 
the Soudan. Cajeme, chief of the Yaqui 
and Mayo Indians, was (born in 1842, in 
the tiny .town of ‘Torin, on the banks 


of the silent Yaqui River, which creeps to the 
Pacific from Sonora's heart. of forests. His 
parents were Pantaleon Leiva Cajeme and Hilaria 
Buitemea, the latter, his mother, being known 
yet through that country as The Sibyl, The 

aptismal waters of Catholicism from the hands 
of adn adventurous Italian wpueniohary. Father 
Romanani, rested on his head when a of ia the 
town of Nuvajoa. From earliest boyhood Cajeme 
took to the chase, and refused to work on a farm 
when he could scour the deep forests with his 
bow and arrows. When 13 years of age he ran 
away from home, and from that day his life was 
a constant, restiess march, a Bohemian exist- 
ence. He entered the service of Mn J. R. 
Bourse, an American miner at Alamos, a town 
on the projected Alamos and Mazatian Hailroad. 
Wine and woman soon soon drew their chains 
about him, and fired by jealousy and drink he 
drew his first human blood by stabbing Abra- 
ham Joliman, who was Mr. Bourse’s steward. 
He then fied. 

In 1872, when the Governor of Sonora, Ignacio 
Pesqueri started out to assist the Governor of 
the neighboring State of Sinaloa against the 
revolution headed by the bioody arquez, 
Cajeme joined the State troops. During the 
campaign he gave proofs of great valor and of 
uncommon military skill, and was made a Colo- 
nel in the Mexicanarmy. During leisure mo- 
ments of the campaign he learned to reagd and 
write, for as he never would go to school he did 
not even know the alphabet when he entered on 
this exciting period of his life. When peace 


was established Oajema returned to his 
home, preceded by un uncommon fame. 
At that time Julio Moroyoqui, _ nick- 


named, Tne Jaguar, ruled the Yaquis. He was 
one of the most sanguinary caciques of Mexican 
history and known as the American Nero. 
Moroyoqui confirmed the rank of Colonel earned 
by Cajeme in the Government army, and the 
latter soon bent his extraordinary.talents to re- 
pressing disordergsin the Government of the 
former. Little by little Cajeme acquired popu- 
larity, and the Indian camps soon become too 
narrow a theatre for twosuch men. One day 
Cajeme with 10 picked men surrounded the 
pare of the Jaguar, and going in assassinated 

im, and was immediately proclaimed his suc- 
cessor in power, a place he has since held. 

While in Navajao he solicited in marriage the 
hand of a dark-eyed belle of that town, the 
daughter of a rich planter. His suit refused 
Cajeme “ retreated in good order” and went back 
tothe Yaqui River, thinking that time would 
ameliorate his suffering. Afterward he made up 
his mind to see the girl, Juana Narvaez, and he 
started on a dark night and in disguise to visit 
her. On the way he was ambushed by R. J. 
Castro, a brother chief, who was his rival 
for the possession of this Mexican Helen, 
Cajeme proved to be a successful Paris, 
Single handed he killed Castro and three 
of his men, besides wounding another, and 
arrived, bleeding from several wounds, at the 
feet of Juana Narvaez. She fied from her home 
in hiscompany. Since that time:Cajeme has le? 
a fugitive life, with his band of Indian warriors, 
and has defied the power of the Mexican Re- 
public, among the mountains and marshes of 
Sonora. 

Cajeme is well built, has herculean muscles, 
regular features with a savage air impressed 
upon them, and hasa brusque, abrupt manner. 
He isasplendid horseman; has savea his own 
life on severa! occasions by his fleet running and 
excellent swimming qualities. He has an un- 
conguerable will, a pee of mind which 
never deserts him, and a courage which borders 
on temerity. 








CANADIAN CUSTOMS DUTIES. 





A PROTEST AGAINST ADMITTING NEWFOUND- 
LAND FISH FREE. 

Otrawa, July 8&8—Finding that owing 
to the many deputations to Ottawa of Mon- 
treal dealers the Government on Saturday in 
council had suspended the operation of the reso- 
lution of March last imposing a duty on all im- 
ported fish and fish oils, on Monday the members 
from the maritime Provinces prepared a memo- 
rial and yesterday presented it to the Premier, 
numerously signed. The memorial strongly 
protests against the continuation of any arrange- 
ment by which fish and other products of New- 


foundland may be admitted into the Dominion 
free of duty, unless a corresponding reduction 
be made by the Government of that colony in 
the excessive duties it now levies upon all Cana- 
dian agricultural products. The Government 
has invited the Government of Newfoundland 
to a conference on the trade between the two 
countries, 

A deputation of the Nova Scotia members of 
Parliament waited on the Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries to-day to urge that all imports of 
fish oils be subjected to a duty, and that these 
oils should be regularly classified for entry, so 
that oils capable of being used for medicinal 
purposes should pay a higher rate of duty in 
order to encourage the refining of medicinal 
oils in the Dominion. It was shown that Nor- 
wegian medicinal oils bring from $2 75 to $3 a 
gallon in Canada, while the same class of oils is 
sold by the Canadian fishermen at 40 cents a gal- 
lon, and the cost of refining is claimed to be 
trifling. The deputation were assured that their 
representations would receive the careful con- 
sideration of the Government.

JEWS OF NORTHERN CAUCASUS. 
From the London Ttmes. 

The Kavkas gives the following account 
ofacolony of Jews called Dagh Tchoufont, 
who live in the mountains of the Northern Cau- 
casus: * The Dagh Tchoufont live in several 
small but distinct communities in the Provinces 
of Daghestan, Terek, and Kouban. They say 
that they are the descendants of Persian Jews 
who arrived in Daghestan in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, and who established themselves some time 
later among the Koumyks, whose Princes 
greatly valued thelr commercial aptitude and 
their skill in the cultivation of madder, 
rice, and the vine. Considerably before the 
Russian conquest of the Caucasus the Jews 
were established at the aoul of Andreievsky, on 
the plateau of Koumyk, and it was after this 
that they came into the Terek, where they 
settied in a place named Portytch, between the 
present stanitzas of Schelkazavodskaia and 

tchedrinskaia. With the view of more suc- 
cessfully resisting the attacks of the mountain- 
eers they were then installed in the aouls Andre- 
jevsky, Tascbketchi, Kizil-Yurt, and others, 
which they occupy at the present day. 
They number about 500 families. They 
speak different dialects of the Oircassian 
mourtaineers, but they prefer writing 
and talking the ‘language of Farsis- 
tan, which they brought with them 
from Persia. Their Talmud is translated into 
that language. They have nothing in common 
with Russian Jews except their religion, which, 
however, possesses some distinctive features. 
Their rabbis are subordinate to the chief rabbi 
of Derband. The Dagh Tchoufont are engaged 
in both commerce and agriculture. They were 
the first mountaineers of the Terek to visit the 
towns and distant fairs of Russia, and thetr ex- 
ample has much contributed to the industrial 
development of the mountaineers. At the pres- 
ent time they ebpjoy the same — as the other 
Circassians, they can possess lands, and pay 
equa! taxes with the rest.”

RENT AND WAGES. 

To the Bdttar of the New-Vork Times: 

_Your co sondent “J. P. K.” would | 
have us believe that the réal'causes of labor de- 
pression and the present trowble in Chicago, 
which, he tells us, “threatens to end in riot and 
bloodshed and the destruction of the safety and 
peace of the community,” are all caused by the 
discontent of “the great mass of workingmen in 
this country, because of the impossibility of their 
getting a fair share of the fruits of their labor— 


if, indeed, they can get any employment at all." 
Ho then asks the question, ** Who does get the 
lion’s share?” and answers ironically: * That 
peaceable and law-abiding citizen that owns the 
fee simple of land in our cities... He then goes 
on to allege that a monopoly of land is the 
crushing evil and the cause of all the evils 
complained ‘of by these men. Now, Mr. 
Hditor, it is one of the detects of our 
modern reformers that they seem always to 
direct their followers to the wrong nw gow € and 
hence loge the sympathy of good citizens 
when they find innocent persons malignea and 
sound principles attacked. The real cause of 
the present inadequacy of wages to satisfy the 
necessities of workmen is one of taxation, which 
has enormously increased the price pe neatly 
everything they consume, and, indeeil, ouw <4 
the principal causes of high rents, of which your 
correspondent complains. Rea), estate is not 
only heavily taxed by municipalities, but the 
materials and wages for construction of houses 
feel sensibly the effect of the taxes levied by a 
protective tariff on everything entering into the 
building of tenements. Your correspondent 
ought to see that rent is by no means an itnpor- 
tant element in the cost of living—I mean that 
part of it which applies to the land on which 
the building stands. Indeed, at present 
in this city the owner of real es- 
tute devoted to the cheaper houses and 
flats would be giadif his rents afforded a fair 
interest on the cost of the edifice itself, leaving 
the value of the land out of the question. In- 
deed, the cost or value of the land constitutes 
buta modest portion of the landlord's invest- 
mentin this class of property. It is the high 
cost of building and materials, the taxes, in- 
surance, repairs\ municipal and State taxes, 
and conformity 6. sanitary and fire laws, plumb- 
ing and assessments for s¢wers, pavements, and 
streets which enhance rentsin our city. If our 
laborers would give more attention to their 
selection of the olass of municipal officials and 
members of the Federal atid State Administra- 
tiona, so that our taxes could be reduced to an 
honest and economical standard, there would be 
less necessity for strikes. 1 do not propose to 
discuss the theory which Mr..George proposes as 
a general remedy for many evils. Ce¢tainly the 
present strike at Chicago does not sr 4k to over- 
turn a system of land tenure ag old as civili- 
zation.

Then I re- 
ceive a postal which reads ‘*to send $1 for a certi- 
fled Sones Now, Mr. Hditor, do you think this is 
fair? Why should a poor student who is not re- 
ceiving a cent of rg 4 be compelled to submit 
to such outrageous charges? Then, is the law 
only intended forthe rich? Of course $9 is not 
much to some young men, and a great many do 
not mind it, but I—who very often must walk 
from Wall-streetto Fiftieth-street because I 
haven't got the fare to ride,and many a day 
went without lunch in trying to save something 
out of my allowance, ($1 60 per week,) to help 
toward paying my college fee—I must think of 
it. It I bad plenty of money, or was in receipt 
of a fair or small salary, I would make no objec- 
tion. Even this will not do me any good finan- 
cially; it only resemblesa good cry after some 
sorrow, which relieves tho mind.

THE TEXAS COTTON CROP. 
GALVESTON, Texas, July 8.—The News 
will to-morrow publish complete crop repcrts 
from several counties in Texas, compiled py its 
own correspondents. Speaking of the cotton 
crop it says: “The reports show an increased 


acreage, amounting on the average to about 12 
per cent. over last year, with the prospects flat- 
tering for a splendid yield. The rains of the 
past 10 days have now been general over the 
cotton belt, and there is moisture enough in the 
SC apereny to carry the cotton crop well forward. 
f not checked by a sudden and continuous 
drought, which is not anticipated, the cot- 
ton crop of the State bids fair to be 
the greatest ever made. This is saying as much 
as is necessary, while the prospect is qualified 
by conditions quite possible to arise. Briefly 
summed up, however, the crop prospect in 
Texas at this time has rarely been excelled, the 
acreage being larger than ever before known 
and Jsbor in ali departments of agrcultural in- 
dustry abundant and painstaking. The'outlook 
is most assuring, the cotton yield of the State 
for the coming year being variously estimated 
upon the present basis of the crop prospects at 
from 1,500.000 to 1,800,000 bales. With no un- 
toward disaster to the cotton crop, the State is 
on the eve of the grandest period of agri- 
cultural prosperity which she has ever en- 
joved. The commercial and general business 
situation may naturally be expected to sympa- 
thize with this prosperity.” 











IN COURT FOR TWENTY YEARS. 

Newport, R. 1. July 8.—In the United 
States Circuit Court this morning the jury, 
which had been out all night, brought in a ver- 
dict of $3,000 damages against the estate of the 
late William Beach Lawrence, of this city, in 
favor of the estate of the Jate R. M. Stagg, of 
Boston. ‘The case has been in the courts over 20 
years. In 1862 R. M. Stagg bought from Will- 
iam Beach Lawrence a fine lot of land on Ochre 
Point, which is now covered with millionaires’ 
mansions. Mr. Stagg agreed to pay about $2,000 
for the land. After he had received the 
deed it was discovered that there were 
more feet in the lot than had been paid 
for, there having been an error in measurement. 
The value of the land had meantime rapidly 
increased,and Lawrence used the wrong measure- 
ment as a pretext to get the land back. Stage 
refused to give it up, and Lawrence brought suit, 
but was defeated, the court simply ordering 
Stagg to pay the difference, with interest. Then 
appeal after appeal was taken, new suits and 


came acausecélébre. Finally, just before Gov. 
Lawrepce died, the Supreme Uourt decided 
against him, and Mr. Stagg got the land, the 
value of which had increased to $45,000. Then 
Stagg died, and the iand was sold by his Ex- 
ecutor to Pierre Lorillard. r. Atkinson, the 
Executor of Stage then brought suit against 
the Executors o Gov. Lawrence to recover 
$20,000 damages by reason of being kept:onés 
the property for s0 many years.

What a different sight Bantry Bay saw 
in the last week of 1796 from that which it wit- 
nesses to-day! Then there was a fleet there, but 
a hostile one, that of the French Republic, This 
new armada, dispersed by the elements, like its 

redecessor of Spain, left Brest 43 sail strone, 
neiuding 17 of the Mne and 18 frigates. On 
the voyage the vessels parted company, 
the Fraternité, with Admirai de Galles, Hoche, 
the leader of the expedition, and Col. Shee, dis- 
appearing. But 16 sail anchored off the Trish 
coast. After knocking about a fortnight, under 
stress of adverse winds, this formidable array 
returned to the place whence it came, not hay- 
ing met a single English ship of war going or 
coming back! Two ill-starred men were of the 
force: Wolfe Tone, who afterward committed 
suicide in prison, and Gen. Grouchy, who did 
not distinguish himself at Waterloo.

DISCUSSING MR. COLMAN’S 
ING EXPERIMENTS. 
THE COMMISSIONER’S STATEMENT OF THE 
DISAPPOINTING RESULT OF THE WORK 
OF THE AGRICULTURAL COLLEGES. 
WasHINGTon, July 8.--The convention of 
representatives of agricultural colleges and ex- 
periment étations which began here to-day was 
called to order at 10:80 o’clock by the Hon. W. 
F. Switzler, of Missouri. The assemblage took 
place in the seed room of the Department of 
Agriculture, The store of last year's seeds, now 
amounting to about two carloads, had been 
piled up in bags at one end of the hall, and coy- 
ered with bunting, with which material and 
flowers and plants from the hothouses the hall is 
also otherwise decorated. There were present 
at the opening between 50 and 60 delegates, rep- 
resenting all the leading agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations of the United States. 
Commissioner Colman was made Chairman and 
Prof. Geotge Fairchild Secretary. 
Commissioner Colman sketched the discus- 
sions in Congress which preceded the grants of 
lands for the endowment ot agricultural col- 
leges in the several States of the Union, and 
said it would be conceded that the general pub- 
lic professed a degree of disappointment in the 
outcome of these institutions. The predominant 
idea in Congress was that of interesting young 
men in farming operations and the fundamental 


principles of plant culture by showing how they 
might realize profits in raising crops without 
diminishing the fertility of the soil. Facts were 
submitted Congress sbowlng that the 
average of yields was gradually diminishing in 
quantity and the soil was being rapidly 
exhausted of plant food, To resist this some- 
what alarming tendency toward the spoliation 
of arable lands, it was deemed advisable to en- 
courage institutions where the results of soien- 
tific investigations in vegetable physiolory 
would be exemplified and their practical appli- 
cation in fields and gardens clearly illustrated, 
The resuits had not been commensurate with 
public expectations. Complaint was made that 
comparatively few graduates became farmers, 
por dry trutn of this must to some extent bé ad- 
mitted. 

It was not surprising, especially in cases 
where the maintenance of the farm was voted 
as a tax upon the funds of the college, that 
graduates should avoid a calling thus demon- 
strated to be unprofitable. He then spoke in 
detail of some of the branches which should be 
fundamentally taught in agricultural colleges, 
and of the operations and plans which might be 
carried out on college farms by the college 
Faculties, and which would be more particu- 
larly under the auspices of the Department of 
Agriculture and for its special use and ad- 
vantage. 

A letter was read from Miss Cleveland asking 
if the subject of silk culture in this country was 
one which would receive the attention of the 
convention. She expressed a deep interest in the 
matter, believing that this country should pro- 
duce its own silk and that it would afford an- 
other avenue of self-support to women. The 
convention resolved that it wasin full ampethy 
with the sentiments of Miss Cleveland and tn- 
yited her to be present. The Japanese official

Mayor Grace will appoint THEODORE 
ROOSEVELT as a member of the Harlem 
Bridge Commission if Mr. ROOSEVELT will 
accept the appointment and the Mayor's 
associates upon the appointing board, 
Messrs. LoEW and SANGER, will join 
him in making it. No better choice 
could be made. Mr. RoosEVELT not only 
has all the energy and vigilance which 
the Mayor rightly holds to be prime req- 
uisites for the fulfillment of the duties 
of the office, but he has a way of mak- 
ing himself so extremely obnoxious to 
gentlemen with crooked purposes that 
with him as a Commissioner the public 
would feel entirely confident that the 
work of building the bridge would 
be honestly done, even though he 
should happen to have a pair of politi- 
cians for associates on the commission. 
But it is not probable that politics will 
determine the other appointments. The 
Mayor is not in favor of the bridge, be- 
lieving it to be unnecessary at this time to 
put the burden of its construction upon 
the taxpayers, but since the law declares 
that it must be built he is resolved that 
the supervision of the work shall be in- 
trusted to none but honest and competent 
hands, and public opinion will compel the 
Controller and the President of the Board 
of Aldermen to accept his standard of fit- 
ness in making these appointments. We 
do not suppose that Mr. SANGER has any 
pther desire than that of securing the best 
possible commission, and Mr. Lorw, we 
have reason to believe, is anxious to atone 
for his damaging mistake in the matter 
of the Underground Wire Commission. 








There is something very discreditable to 
the public authorities of Cleveland in the 
way the striking iron workers are per- 
mitted to carry on their lawless demon- 
strations without hindrance. These men 
have no grievance. They struck because 
the proprietors of the iron works refused 
to pay a higher rate of wages than was 
consistent with a continuance of their 
business at a profit. Others are ready 
and willing to take their places. They 
not only prevent this by violence 
but attack mills with which they have 
no concern, drive the workmen out, and 
compel the owners to shut them up. 
There certainly can be no public sympa- 
thy with this lawlessness, but the au- 
thorities, through indifference or coward- 
ice, fail to protect either person or prop- 
erty against the mob of strikers. The 
really dangerous aspect of these recent 
labor troubles appears in the abject 
weakness of those whose business it is to 
preserve public order and to prevent or 
punish violations of law. They are en- 
vouraging a spirit which may do serious 
mischief one of these days.

‘Concord newspaper over his own signa- - 
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other accessories of impressive solemnity, 
Mr. CHANDLER declares that ‘‘ every true 
Republican will endeavor to fight only 
against the Democratic Party led by the 
Confederacy again inthe saddle, It will not 
this time take four years to unhorse it.”

Print it in its native inky 
black, Mr. CHANDLER, and turn the col- 
umn rules in token of deep mourning 
over the death of the Naval Ring. That 
is what is the matter with you, Mr. 
CHANDLER. 
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President Diaz continues to suppress 
the students and editors in the city of 
Mexico who make themeelves “‘ offensive 
partisans” by denouncing his financial 
policy, or rather his treatment of English 
bondholders. He calls their denuncia- 
tions treasonable utterances, and is having 
them arrested with a view to banishment 
to Yucatan. There seems to be a good 
deal of excitement at the Mexican cap- 
ital over this business, and but for the 
strength and popularity of Diaz, and the 
absence of any competent leadership 
against him, there would be a fair chance 
for a revolutionary movement, which 
would probably do the bondholders little 
good, 











THE PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLIC- 
ANS. 


The action of the convention held at 
Harrisburg yesterday is somewhat dis- 
couraging to those who hoped that na- 
tional defeat might exercise a regenerat- 
ing influence upon the Republican Party. 
Their only comfort is to be found in the 
belief that the convention did not fairly 
represent the sentiment of the party 
in that State. But if the Republicans 
of Pennsylvania were not willing that 
Matt Quay should make up a conven- 
tion for them and control its action, it 
was in their power to prevent it, and they 
made no effective effort to that end. He 
did, in fact, dictate the choice of dele- 
gates toa very large extent, and the work 
of the convention was cut out for it in ad- 
vance under his direction. "While he was 
permitted to play the “‘ boss” with scarcely 
a show of opposition, it was well known 
throughout the State that he had a 
most vulnerable record. His political 
methods have always been of the worst 
type of intolerant machine management, 
such as led to the independent revolt of 
three years ago and the defeat of the 
party’s candidate for Governor. More- 
over, he was prominently connected with 
one of the most corrupt scandals that 
ever disgraced the administration of pub- 
lic affairs in Pennsylvania, the Kemble 
bribery of 1880, and the defeat of justice 
through the action of the Board of Par- 
dons, of which he was the most influential 
member. 

It is with their eyes open that the Re- 
publicans of Pennsylvania have permitted 
one of the most unscrupulous of their 
old leaders to take full control of their 
organized action. If they have done it 
with deliberate purpose they plainly 
proclaim a policy of reaction in the 
face of a clear necessity for a policy of 
progress, and invite continued disaster 
for the party. By the nomination of Col. 
Quay for the principal office to be filled at 
this year’s election they defy the spirit of 
independence and thesentiment of reform 
which wrought the defeat of the party in 
Pennsylvania in 1882 and in the Nation 
in 1884 and cling to all the errors of the 
Blaine campaign. 

The platform adopted was dictated by 
the same narrow and proscriptive spirit 
that controlled the nomination. The in- 
discriminate denunciation of the Demo- 
cratic Administration in State and Nation 
reminds one strongly of the impotent 
outpourings of Democratic Conventions 
in the days when that party was in oppo- 
sition and bound to the idols of Bourbon- 
ism. It is an indication of political blind- 
ness, and a gross assumption of an equal 
inability to see on the part of the people. 
Such atrabilious vaporing cannot injure 
those upon whom it is vented, but is cer- 
tain to do harm to the party that indulges 
in it, for the American people are not fools. 

It was to be expected that the Republic- 
ans of Pennsylvania would declare in fa- 
vor of the protective policy, but this is 
grossly overdone in the Harrisburg plat- 
form. . It is not surprising that a demand 
should be made for the repeal of internal 
revenue taxes, except those on spirituous 
and malt liquors, as a means of reducing 
the surplus and maintaining the tariff, 
but at a time when the demand for 
a reduction of duties is growing 
every day the convention calls for 
‘‘an additional levy upon imports.” 
When twenty-five years of protection 
has resulted in a general depression of 
industries in a country favored with all 
the elements of industrial and commercial 
prosperity, destroyed American shipping, 
and cramped foreign trade, additional 
burdens upon our struggling commerce 
are called for as a means of lifting busi- 
ness from present and guarding it against 
future depression. The revival of the 
merchant marine and promotion of for- 
eign commerce is called for with the same 
breath that demands a tightening of the 
bands that can only strangle them. 

All through these declarations runs a 
note of demagogic appeal unknown to 
Republican platforms in the days:when 
the party had principles and policies that 
commanded confidence and respect and 
was true to them. It appears in the 
changes rung upon the protection of Amer- 
ican labor, the references to foreign con- 
tract labor and the competition of convict 
contract labor, the high regard for vari- 
ous “‘ laboring interests” of Pennsylvania, 
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men of the country into the idea that 
their safety lies in keeping in power 
such rapacious politicians as are repre- 
sented by Matt Quay shows to what des- 
perate straits a once great party must be 
reduced in the estimation of its own lead- 
ers. The feeble effort to cling to the old 
sectional issue can only excite derision, 
and the incidental reference to civil serv- 
ice reform is a suggestion at once of hy- 
pocrisy and cowardice. The one most 
vital and influential question of present 
politics is slurred over with unmeaning 
phrases which cover an evident hoatility 
to the reform that has for its object the 
overthrow of the system of spoils which 
gives to such men as Quay their power to 
control conventions. 

The nomination is said to be regarded as 
equivalent to an election. For the sake 
of the future of the Republican Party we 
hope that it will prove otherwise. There 
is but one path toa return to power for 
that party and that is the path of reform 
in political and administrative methods. 
It must regain the confidence of the peo- 
ple by rising to a higher level, and not by 
sinking to one even lower than that which 
carried it to disaster after twenty-four 
years of power such as no _ par- 
ty ever before wielded in this Re- 
public. After the defeat of last year there 
was naturally a looking for a new depart- 
ure.. Ohio gave no sign of it. Pennsylva- 
nia settles grimly back into an attitude of 
defiance of the demand for progress, and 
laughs to scorn the spirit of reform and 
political independence. The chastisement 
of defeat is the only cure for this madness, 
and thoughtful Republicans in Pennsyl- 
vania can do no better service for their 
party than to aid in showing the people of 
the country that political work like that 
consummated at Harrisburg yesterday 
cannot command the approval and sup- 
port of the people. 








CONSPIRACY IN THE TREASURY 
DEPARTMENT. 


The conspiracy of Hiaains and First 
Auditor CHENOWITH to defeat the civil 
service rules must not be overlooked. The 
more it is considered the more reprehensi- 
ble it appears. It united in about equal 
degree treachery, deception, and foolhard- 
iness. It was equally incompatible with 
the spoils system creed they profess and 
the duty they owe to Secretary MANNING 
and to the President. 

That creed requires every officer in the 
whole range from the President to scrub- 
women and chimneysweeps to accept the 
politics and promote the policy of the Ad- 
ministration. Those men conspired to de- 
feat and to bring into contempt that pol- 
icy ina way which honorable men of their 
own party hold to be disgraceful. They 
claim an absolute and exclusive right to 
rebel against their own chiefs and to in- 
sult them by repudiating their policy. 
They have done so. In private business 
such conduct would be held disgraceful. 
Those guilty of it would be forthwith 
dismissed. If those conspirators do not 
tender their resignations they should be 
removed. The Administration cannot 
afford to retain such men. 

Nothing better was expected of HiaGins 
in view of his reputation. The admitted 
facts fully warrant these statements, and 
they make it sure that HIGGINs can never 
be trusted, and that his presence will bring 
the Treasury Department under constant 
suspicion and criticism. Mr. KELLAR had 
passed a most creditable examination, 
and had been duly certified with four 
others to Secretary MANNING for a va- 
cancy in the office of the First Auditor, 
CHENOWITH. His application, setting 
forth his history and character, and his 
examination sheets, showing his ability, 
together with those of the three other 
applicants, certified, were sent to Secre- 
tary MANNING on the 9th day of June. 
The Secretary examined these papers, de- 
cided that Mr. KELLAR was the most de- 
serving, and ordered HiGarns to send the 
official order for appointment to Mr. KEL- 
LAR, then at his homein Ohio. He was 
requested to come and take the place 
which his superior merits had deserved 
and the Secretary had given him. So far 
the order of the Secretary kept Hicains 
to his duty. He had not dared, when the 
Secretary was examining the papers, to 
object to KELLaR asa Republican, and he 
could find nothing against his character 
or qualifications. He may very likely 
have then had his plans matured for de- 
feating him. Mr. KELLaR, after taking a 
few days to arrange his affairs, came on to 
Washington, bringing the order signed 
by Hicerns, but it seems that before leav- 
ing Ohio he had some vague hint of the 
plot to defraud him. 

When he presented himself to Appoint- 
ment Clerk HiGGIns, on the morning after 
his arrival, he speedily had a lesson in the 
methods of that reckless, unscrupulous 
official, Nothing can be plainer under 
the statutes and the rules than was the 
duty of Hiaains at once tohave KELLAR 
sworn into office and assigned to duty. 
He knew that well. But since the re- 
quest to KELLaR to come on several things 
had taken place. Hiacins had learned 


‘that Kettark was 8a Republican. He 


seems to have informed Congressman 
WARNER, in whose district KELLAR lived, 
of that fact. Warner had written, ob- 
jecting to KeLLar’s appointment. War- 
ner Democrats had petitioned against it. 
Now, if Hiacins had had the courage and 
honesty to tell Mr. KELLAR of this part 
of the cowardly and illegal conspiracy 
against him the affair would have been 
more creditable to Hiaacins. But he had 
not. He preferred to resort to deception 
and intrigue by trying to get KELLaR, 
after keeping him waiting for an hour or 
two in his office, to surrender his right, 
by telling him that he thought there was 
no vacancy, and that if there was the 
Auditor would not fill it, and that he 
had better go back to Ohio. Mr. KE&L- 
LaR modestly claimed his rights. Never- 
theless, HiaGins sent him away until the 
next day, in the meantime consulting 
with his co-conspirator but keeping Sec- 
retary MANNING in ignorance of the plot, 
as Secretary MaNNING’S letter to Commis- 
sioner Eaton plainly shows. The next 
morning Mr. KELLAR again presented 
himself with HiaGins’s official order. The 
conspirators had resolved on a bold policy. 





All pretense that there was no vacancy. 
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and no clerk needed was abandoned. 
Auditor CHrNowITH came into Clerk Hic- 
GIns’s office. Mr. KeLuar was bluntly 
told that he could have noplace. He was 
denounced as a Republican. The letter of 

Congressman WaRNER and the protest of 
the Warner Democrats was read to him. 

He was told in part in plain words and 
not less clearly by implication that the 
wishes of Mr. WaRNER and of the Ohio 
objectors would be regarded and not the 
civil service rules, the rights of Mr. KEL- 
LAR, or the policy of Secretary MANNING 

and the President. The Auditor even 
went so faras tosay that if the Civil 
Service Commission or any other author- 
ity gave him the place he would be imme- 
diately removed. 

Such acts and such language would 
seem almost incredible if the proof of the 
facts were not beyond question. The whole 
theory and conduct of the conspirators in 
the matter is in plain violation of the law, 
the rules, the practice of the Secretary, 
and the policy of the Administration. The 
threat of the Auditor was a mere auda- 
cious assumption of authority. He has 
no authority, and under the Constitution 
he can have none, either to appoint or to 
remove any person whatever. The best 
that can be said for him is that he was 
probably as ignorant of the civil service 
law and rules as he was of the decisive 
public opinion of the country outside his 
own section. Yet he made himself none 
the less ridiculous. He and Hiaarns, had 
they not been both stupid and reckless, 
would have foreseen that when the facts 
came to the Secretary he would put Mr. 
KELLABR into his place. Even when cred- 
ited with much ignorance and a large 
measure of scorn for their official supe- 
riors, their temerity in defying a policy to 
which the Administration is in the fullest 
manner possible committed seems almost 
incredible, They must have known that 
the eighth rule plainly prohibits all dis- 
crimination on the ground of political 
opinions in making appointments. Yet 
they flagrantly disregarded that rule. 
They ought to have remembered that 
rule 24 declares that every violation of 
the rules by any officer in the executive 
service ‘‘shall be good cause for removal.” 

But there are other reasons why these 
conspirators should be removed, even if 
they are not prosecuted. The sending by 
HieGins to Representative WARNER and 
others in Ohio for protests pending this 
appointment was a gross violation of the 
whole spirit of the reform policy as well 
as a gross abuse of the proprieties of Hia- 
GINs’s office. No case of the kind oc- 
curred under the last Administration. It 
is altogether Higginsesque, and is full of 
mischief if left an unrebuked precedent. 
It seems to be a violation also of the fifth 
section of the Civil Service act, which 
makes ita penal offense to furnish any 
person any special or secret information 
for the purpose of injuring the prospects 
of any person being appointed. It seems 
clear that Hiaains not only furnished 
such information for that very purpose, 
but that he backed it up by falsehood, 
and that the Auditor backed it up by 
threats. 

The guilt and aggravation of this scan- 
dalous case donot stop here. Though the 
Auditor cannot appoint, he is neverthe- 
less to recommend for appointment. He 
was ‘‘ concerned” in making this appoint- 
ment. Now, the tenth section of the 
act forbids the receiving of any recom- 
mendation, save as to residence and char- 
acter, from any member of Congress, by 
any person ‘‘concerned in making any 
appointment” under the act. Yet this 
Auditor, if he did not conspire with Hia- 
Gins in getting up the recommendations 
of Mr. WARNER against the appointment, 
not only received and used them, but he 
flouted them in the face of Mr. KELLAR in 
order to drive him from his place, These, 
we repeat, are too grave offenses to be 
overlooked. Their authors must be re- 
moved. They ought to be prosecuted. 
No Administration can afford to condone 
such offenses. If HiGGINs can thus get up 
a combination to defeat an applicant when 
Congressmen are hundreds of miles away, 
what will he do when patronage-monger- 
ing members are at hand and resort daily 
to his office, as they will when the session 
opens and they have become familiar 
with his methods? That his intrusive 
influence and intrigues will be used to 
control the selections from among the 
four certified seems certain. He should be 
allowed to return to Maryland at once,

GRANTS IN NEW-MEXICO. 


There are numerous indications that 
Mr. STEPHEN B, ELKINS’s oration before 
the Alumni Society of the University of 
Missouri, or at least that part of it that 
contains his eloquent remarks about land 
grants and the public lands, has not 
been read in all parts of the country. 
For example, W. P. FISHBACK, Master in 
Chancery of the United States court 
at Indianapolis, publishes a letter whose 
tone and statements prove that he still 
holds, with regard to Mr. ELKINs’s land 
operations, the old views that some other 
persons held before the oration was de- 
livered and published. 


Mr. FIisHBACK persists in seeing in the 
history of the Maxwell grant evidence 
that the action taken by Mr. ELKIns and 
his brother with reference to that grant 
was not strictly in accordance with the 
excellent sentiments expressed in the 
oration. The original grant covered 96,000 
acres, and before the patent was issued its 
area had become about 2,000,000 acres. Mr. 
JOHN T. ELKINS was the surveyor, and Mr. 
STEPHEN B. ELKINS was employed, as he 
says, to apply for the patent. Mr. FisHBacK 
seems to think that the brothers were in 
some way responsible for the elasticity of 
the grant’s boundaries. He fquotes from 
the letter of Secretary Ktrkwoop, who 
asked the Attorney-General to bring the 
pending suit for a cancellation of the pat- 
ent on the ground of fraud, showing that 
long before the alleged boundaries of the 
grant were surveyed by Surveyor ELKINS 
and submitted by Surveyor-General AtT- 
KINSON and approved by Commissioner 
WILLIAMSON, nearly all the townships 
through which the northern line cuts had 
been surveyed as publiclands. Yet the 
approved survey of the grant preserved in

represented as passing through a wild and 

_unsurveyed region. He also shows that 
the protests of settlers were hastily pushed 
aside and ignored by Commissioner WILL- 
IAMSON. One would. suppose that in Mr. 
FISHBACK’s opinion Mr. WILLIAMSON and 
Mr. ATKINSON were personally interested 
in this transaction. We are not aware 
that either of these persons has recently 
delivered an oration about the sacredness 
of the public lands, 

We must admit that the evidence given 
in the suit of the Land Grant Company of 
New-Mexico against STEPHEN B. ELKINS 
and others may lead some persons to infer 
that Mr. ELxins’s present views about 
the public lands do not coincide with 
those held by him when, with four com- 
panions, he got possession of the Mora 
grant, which, by the way, was patented 
for 827,000 acres, although the Mexican 
limit had been 48,000 acres. Two 
of the partners were to furnish $5,000 
for surveys and the patent, while 
Messrs. ELKINS and CaTRON were to buy 
the title. The original investment seems 
to have been $10,000, and the plaintiff 
now values an interest of one-fifth at 
$200,000. Mr. ELKINs held the property in 
trust for himself and associates, and the 


suit referred to the interest of one of his 


partners. One account says that one- 
sixth of the grant was sold to an English- 
man with Mr. ELxts’s consent. This 
may be an error, for Mr. ELKINs’s oration 
proves that he is not now in favor 
of letting our lands get into the hands 
of foreigners. ‘‘No public lands of any 
kind should be sold to foreigners or to 
corporations controlled by aliens,” said he 
to the Alumni in Missouri. Of course it 
was only after a long and painful strug- 
gle with his patriotic inclinations and 
principles that he consented to act as 
Director and attorney for the Maxwell 
Grant Company, for that company 
was, as he says in his letter 
to Mr. Sparks, composed of “for- 
eign capitalists.” ‘Legal restraints 
are needed,” said he in the oration, 
“‘ against the holding of lands for specu- 
lative purposes, depending upon increased 
population and settlement to make them 
valuable.” Holding such. views as these 
it must have been hard for Mr. ELKIns 
to ask the Interior Department to issue a 
patent for 2,000,000 acres in his beloved 
Territory to these foreigners. Buta man 
must look out for his family in this cold 
world, 

It is probable that the remarks about 
public lands which are contained in the 
oration were not written with especial ref- 
erence to the Maxwell grant or the Mora 
grant, or the Ufia del Gato grant, or the 
Tierra Amarilla grant, or any of the 
other grants with the history of which 
Mr. Ewxins is familiar, but merely 
to set forth his principles concern- 
ing grants in general. Those remarks 
were timely, but now that so much has 
been said about the land system that 
seems to be peculiar to New-Mexico and 
about some of these grants, Mr. ELKINS 
ought to deliver another oration for the 
purpose of showing either that all of his 
operations in lands have been consistent 
with the platform on which he so recently 
stood in Missouri or that his views have 
within a few years undergone a change, 








THE VENDETTA IN KENTUCKY. 


The story told in yesterday’s Trowss of a 
feud in Kentucky is one of the most scan- 
dalous in all the long list of Southwestern 
tragedies. A “difficulty” over the elec- 
tion of a Sheriff has caused the death of 
ten or twelve people, has all but extirpated 
two families, and has brought the whole 
county in which it occurred into a state 
of riot. The only man whu seems to have 
been at any time in danger of punishment, 
even by the wild justice of Judge Lynch, 
was a man who killed another really in 
self-defense and who would have been ac- 
quitted by an impartial jury. This man 
was brought on a forged order out of the 
jail in which he had taken sanctuary and 
was murdered while handcuffed and help- 
less, 

It is superfluous to say that such a series 
of events is a horrible disgrace to a civil- 
ized community. But in fact it would be 
absurd to describe the community in 
which such a series of events is possible as 
a civilized community. Nothing worse 
could be told of the Pi-Utes or the Thugs of 
India, or the peasants of the West of Ire- 
land. This story is one which fixes the 
status of the people of whom it can be 
told as a savage tribe. The people of the 
wild regions of Kentucky may have 
learned some of the arts of peace, and get 
their livings by more or less regular in- 
dustry in simple forms, such as tilling 
the soil and distilling moonshine whisky. 
But they are none the less unreclaimed 
savages, and the work of civilizing and 
Christianizing thern must begin from the 
beginning if it is ever to be accomplished 
at all. 

Such a story could not be told of the 
worst slums which the savages of great 
cities inhabit, There might, indeed, in 
one of these slums occur a free fight 
with as extensively fatal results as have 
come from this blood feud in Kentucky. 
But it would be impossible for such a 
quarrel to settle down from the acute 
form of a row to the chronic condition of 
a vendetta and to extend itself over a pe- 
riod of ten months without any interfer- 
ence from any representative of the law. 
Even now not a single one of the murder- 
ous beasts who have been lying in wait for

Not the 
least strange and foreign incident of this

agreement might not be arrived at which 
would relieve them from the necessity of 
committing any more murders. Since 
the Governor of Missouri hired one mur- 
derer to assassinate another, this is the 
most striking illustration we. have had of

At any 
rate, it has received comment, and the 
comment is that this series of murders 
is not merely a ‘deplorable difficulty,” 
but. that it is in some degree culpa- 
ble. The Louisville Courier-Journal, 
which is the chief interpreter of 
Kentuckian ideas to the world out- 
side, for a long time this way and that 
divided its swift mind in doubts whether 
promiscuous homicide was a manly ex- 
ercise or a barbarous pastime It ar- 
rayed the arguments on both sides with 
judicial impartiality. But it seems now 
‘to have come to the positive conclusion 
that, however it may be with the occa- 
sional and moderate indulgence in mur- 
der, this prolonged massacre is an inde-

RUINED BY THE THEATRE. 
King Lupwia of Bavaria is in grave 


Parliament is about to give him a solemn 
warning that he cannot continue much 
longer in his present downward course. 

The Bavarian King has illustrated in 
his own career the favorite Sunday school 
story of the boy who was ruined by going 
to the theatre. Left at an early age in 
complete possession of a flourishing King 
business by his father, MAXIMILIAN, young 
Lupwieé hastened to celebrate his freedom 
from parental restraint by going to the 
theatre. A fatal passion for WaAGNER’S 
opera mastered the unhappy youth, and 
from that time to the present LopwiG has 
spent nearly all his time and money at the 
theatre. He is not content with buying a 
single seat in the gallery, and going out 
between the acts for a modest beer. Noth- 
ing will satisfy him but the whole house. 
He takes every seat, although if he puts 
his crown on one seat, his sceptre on 
another, his overshoes on a third, and his 
royal person on a fourth, he can use but 
four seats. Naturally the cost of the 
King’s theatre tickets has been enormous, 
Not only does he pay at each perform- 
ance for all the seats in the house, but the 
actors find it so depressing to play to an 
audience consisting of a solitary King 
that they require to be paid extra 
salaries in order to compensate 
them for the injuries which their 
feelings sustain. The amount of these ex- 
tra payments made to the actors is paid by 
the King himself, and as he goes to the 
theatre nearly every night in the week it 
is no small tax upon his purse. Then, too, 
the man who sells beer in the lobby of the 
theatre and the boy who sells fans, pret- 
zels, and sausages to the audience require 
the King to make good to them the loss 
sustained by the reduction of the audience 
to one person. Of course LUDWIG cannot 
drink as much beer and buy as many fans 
as would be required by an audience of, 
say, 2,000 people, and the most of the 
money paid by him to the beer man and 
the fan boy is wasted. 

No King can thus devote his whole time 
to the theatre without neglecting his 
official business. There are few royal 
situations which are easier than the throne 
of Bavaria, but still its occupant has 
duties and he ought to perform them. 
There are petitions which, he ought to 
read, death warrants which he ought to 
sign, and letters from other Kings which 
he ought to answer. The work is light, 
and an energetic King could probably do 
it in less than an hour a day, especially 
with the help of aclerk; but Lupwia, who 
lies in bed in the morning and goes to 
the theatre at night, utterly neglects his 
business, although he continues to draw 
his salary. This is not fair to the Ba- 
varians, and the King must know that it 
is not. 

Although King Lupwie’s salary is am- 
ply sufficient to support a King and a 
fair-sized royal family in comfort, it does 
not begin to pay for Lupwia’s theatre 
tickets. The result is that the improv- 
ident monarch has borrowed money right 
‘and left from everybody who would lend 
him a dollar. He has failed to pay his 
tailor, his plumber, his tobacconist, and 
the jeweler who repairs his crown and 
supplies him with new sceptres. Since it 
has been found that he never pays his 
debts people have ceased to lend him 
money and his creditors have become 
troublesome. The plumber sends in his 
bill every week and threatens to come 
and take the bathtub out of the palace if 
itis not paid soon. The tailor has re- 
fused to make another royal robe on 
credit, and the King’s sceptre, which has 
become very much defaced through fre- 
quent contact with the skulls of members 
of the Privy Council, cannot be regilt 
unless the jeweler is paid in advance, 

For this melancholy state of things the 
King’s fondness for the theatre is responsi- 
ble, He is now financially ruined, and 
unless he turns over a new leaf he may 
find himself discharged with a month’s 
warning and without a character and his 
throne filled by a new King. It is evi- 
dent that only the sternest measures can 
save the unhappy man. The Parliament 
should place him in charge of a trust- 
worthy guardian who will take him away 
from home and to some quiet country 
place where there are neither theatres nor 
acircus. He should be compelled to have 
daily lessons and to engage at other times 
in some really hard and healthful occupa- 
tion, such as sawing wood. He should 
constantly be taught that the theatre is 
demoralizing, and it would be well to 
compel him to read and reread the history 
of the Sunday school boy already men- 
tioned. It is possible that in this way the 
King might be saved; but unfortunately 
it is more probable that years of unre-

The exposures of the vices of London. 
made by the Pall Mall Gazette may or 
may not entitle that journal to the thanks 
of the public. They certainly catch the 
pennies of the public, in consideration of 


‘which the proprietors may comsent to 
_forego other testimonials. It is curious, 


however, that the description of the 
vices is so bad that the police 
will not allow it be sold—after the 
editions have been exhausted—while the 
police, according to the editor of 
the Fall Mall, have refused to take 
a step toward suppressing the vices 
themselves. The pretext of the publica- 
tion is the desirableness of obtaining a 
change in the criminal law. It is said 
that Sir Richarp Cross, after an inter- 
view, in which the editor of the Pall Mall 
gave him some information which he had 
not published, declared that if he had 
known it before, the bill changing the law 
would already have been urged for- 


ward with all the power of the 
Government. If this be true the 
publicity was unnecessary for its 


avowed purpose. The mere “showing 
up” of beasts and blackguards is not to a 
high-minded man or journal its own re- 
ward. The most weighty objection to. 
the publication, however, is the same 
which has been urged against the ques- 
tions of the Roman confessional. It puts 
into innocent minds facts and ideas that 
they might otherwise not have enter- 
tained and that it would undoubtedly be 
very much better for them never to en- 
tertain. Publishing broadcast the details 
of a vicious and indecent traffic involves 
a very heavy moral responsibility. 





Prof. GooDWIN’s appeal at the New 
Haven meeting of the Philological As- 
sociation in behalf of the American School 
of Classical Studies at Athens should meet 
with a generous and practical response 
from liberal-minded gentiemen of means 
who, in forgetting their Greek, have 
not lost interest in sound methods 
of education. The school is doing 
a work which amply (justifies its 
establishment, but its ‘scope and use- 
fulness would be much broadened if the 
permanent endowment of $100,000 for, 
which Prof. GOODWIN makes an appeal 
could be provided. The benefits of the 
school are now shared by a dozen Ameri- 
can colleges, and to this number Dart- 
mouth will next year be added, the sum 
necessary to her participation having 
been raised among the Dartmouth grad- 
uates in this city through the efforts of 
Prof. FRaNcIs BRowN, of the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary.

THE NEW TORY MINISTRY 


HOW IT COMPARES WITH ITS LIB- 
ERAL PREDECESSOR. 

MANY PEERS AND SONS OF PEERS IN EACH 
—SALISBURY’S CHOICE OF COMMONERS 
OCRITICISED—THE TORY START GOOD. 

Lowpon, June 25.—Like its predecessor, 
thenew Tory Cabinet has sixteen members, 
equally divided between the two houses. 
The Radical papers talk sharply, of course, 
about Lord Salisbury’s aristocratic lean- 
ings in having eight peers in his Cabinet, 
besides three sons of peers, but they 
provoke invidious comparisons with the 
previous Cabinet by doing so. The 
grave -weakness of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Cabinet lay in its Whig peers and 
relatives of peers, whereas in the new 
Ministry the strongest element will be its 
nobles, ancient and modern. Itis hardly 
fair, perhaps, to credit aristocracy with 
peers who have earned their titles. Of 
these Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet contained 
two—Lord Carlingford, who had been 
Chichester Fortescue, and Lord Selborne, 
erstwhile Roundell Palmer. Of the others 
Earl Northbrook and Earl Kimberley 
were elevated from Barons; the rest, 
Granville, Derby, Spencer, Rosebery, and 
‘Argyll, Lansdowne, and Cowper, who 
seceded in other years, all represented old 
titles and old families. The two relatives 
of peers were Lord Hartington and Sir 
William Vernon-Harcourt, a scion of the 
Vernons who says in speeches that the 
blood of Kings flows in his veins. In the 
new Cabinet there are four old-title 
nobles, Salisbury, Richmond, Harrowby, 
and Carnarvon, and there are four 
new ones, risen from the ranks—Lord 
Cranbrook, who was Mr. Gathorn- 
Hardy a few years ago; Lord Iddes- 
leigh, the still unfamiliar mask for Sir 
Stafford Northcote, and Sir Hardinge Gif- 
fard and Edward Gibson, whose titles are 
not yet announced. The sons of peers 
are tive in number—Lord Randolph 
Churchill, son of the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough; Lord John Manners, son of the 
Duke of Rutland; Lord George Hamil- 
ton, son of the Duke of Abercorn; Col. 
Stanley, son of the late Earl Derby, and 
Mr. Stanhope, son of Karl Stanhope. 

The two lists compare with curious 
closeness as tonumbers. [ point of abil- 
ity it is nowhere denied that the latter list 
has the advantage. But when commoners 
are considered the advantage shifts. 
Hicks-Beach, Cross, and Smith are ludi- 
crously below the standard of Chamber- 
lain, Dilke, and Trevelyan, to say nothing 
ot Gladstone, who by tacit consent is 
no -longer compared with any _ other 
living Knglishman, or of John Bright, 
who served during the old Cabinet’s first 
two years. In arough way the compari- 
50n illustrates the difference between the 
two parties. The Tories find their brains 
and their qualified as well as natural lead- 
ers in the aristocracy, while in the Liberal 
Party the aristocrats are more of an incum- 
brance than an aid. The commoner ele- 
ment in the new Tory Ministry might have 
made a better showing, perhaps, but for 
the silly and indefensible custom of com- 

elling a Minister to be re-elected. There 
s a leading article in the /imes to-day at- 
tacking this absurdity, and surely it 
comes none too soon. To pass by the 
obvious inconveniences of paralyzing 
all Parliamentary business for the next 
fortnight, in order that fifteen or twenty 
men may go through the ceremony 
of bemg re-elected by their several con- 
ptituencies, there is the grievous objection 
that the rule has operated to keep both 

Ed ward Clarke, Queen’s Counsel, and Ed- 

ward Macnaghten, Queen’s Counsel, out of 

the Ministry, for the reason that the for- 
mer was threatened with a difficult cam- 
paign at Plymouth and the latter sits 
for County Antrim, which the Liberals 
only recently carried at a by-election. 

The law by which this mischief, personal 

and general, is worked dates from Queen 

Anne’s time, when it was passed. to serve 

as a check upon the Crown's proclivity to 

bribe inconvenient politicians by office. 

All practical need for such a check is as 

dead and obsolete as the cause of the .Stu- 

arts, but it still hangs on, to cost the 
country delay, uncertainty, perhaps for- 
eign complications, and to deprive the 

Tory Ministry of two of the ablest men in 

the party. et when willit be repealed? 

Probably twenty years or more from now. 

Comment on the personnel of the new 
Cabinet is, aside from the indiscriminate 

raise or detraction of partisanship, rather 

avorable. The least popular appointment 
is that of Manners, who has not one con- 
ceivable qualification for the Postal De- 
partment save that hte served there badly 
before, and was originally appointed to it 
because he had served badly in some other 
office. Mr. Smith as Secretary of War 
pounds odd, but it is said that he 
will really, through his old subordinate,

bringing both arms of the service into 
working order together, and there is muoh 
confidence in his business ability to accom-

of Trade, and one is puzzled which to 
wonder the more at, his being given the 
post or his consenting to serve init. An- 
ether typical rural fory, Henry Chaplin, 
is more appropriately placed as Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, 1. ¢., Minister 
of Agriculture, and he is expected to do a 
lot of remarkable things to win the affec- 
tion of the newly enfranchised smock 
frocks. ’ 

The Irish appointments are more gener- 
ally praised than any others. Lord Car- 
varvon is scarcely a popular man, perhaps, 
but he has repute as an able man and re- 
spect as a good one, according to his lights, 
and there seems to bea general feeling 
that something is due him for consenting 
to try the Irish experimeut without co- 
ercion. It was extremely difficult .to 
find a Chief Secretary for him. With

GOV. HOADLY’S LACK OF TACT CAUSES A 
SCENE AT THE STALLO DINNER. 

Crxcrynatt, July 8.—The farewell dinner 
to Judge Stallo, the departing Minister to Italy, 
had an unpleasant ending. The last toast on 
the list was “* The Papacy,” respondea to some 
time after midnight by the Hon. J. P. 
Carberry, an ardent Catholic. Gov. Hoad- 
ly acted as toastmaster, and took occa- 
sion to speak in an impassioned way of 
“ free Italy, and lauded without stint Mazzini, 
Garibaldi, Emmanuel, and other leaders of that 
class. He was followed by Dr. Ravogli, the 
Italian Consul, whose remarks were still mure 
indiscreet and offensive to Catholics. In clos- 
ing he turned to the guest of the evening 


and said: “Judge Srallo, you go to Rome 
no more to represent the United States 
to the Vatican for the indulgences of the sins; 
no more to kiss the foot of tne Pope. No; you 
go to Rome, capital of Italy; you go to live 
among a nation which has the same feelings of 
the sons of this glorious America—feelings of 
liberty, of independence, of right, of honesty, 
of equity.” 

There were quite a number of influential 
Catholics at the table, who twisted uneasily in 
their chairs during both of these speeches. When 
Mr. Carberry was culled to his feet he ssid among 
other things that he differed materialiy with 
some 0! the statements of the evening. Any 
prosperity based merely on temporal wealth and 
power would be but ephemeral, and this was 
as true of nations as of individuals. He 
declared that Pope Leo XITI. had a — 
legal title to property, of which he had no 
despoiled by the Government of King Humbert. 
When a certain Archbishop was to be forced 
upon Ireland for political reasons, he [Mr. Car- 
berry) was one of those’ who said: ** We take our 
religion from Rome but our politics from Tre- 
land.” But when the head of the Catholic 
church had by legal enactment property taken 
trom him to which he had a legal right, then the 
- words of the decalogue came to him! “* Thou 
shalt not steal !” 

Immediately at the conclusion of Mr. Car- 
berry’s response the company quietly and quick- 
ly dispersed. [t was evident the good cheer of 
the evening had been dashed with ice water. 
Speaking of the matter to-day, Mr. Carberry 
said he did not hold Dr. Ravogli responsible 
for the improper “en which he 
made. “Dr. Ravogli,” he said ‘“‘took his 
cue from Gov. Hoadly, who precipitated 
the trouble by calling upon me, an avowed 
Catholic who does not hesitate to express bis 
honest convictions, to respond to a toast that 
was out of place and prefaced by himself during 
the evening with remarks that were offensive. 
It wasthe most absurdly foolish thing for a 
smart man to do that I ever knew of. I suppose 
there were exprcssions of disapproval about the 
banquet board of Hoadly’s and Ravogli’s re- 
marks, for there were a number of Catholics, 
German as well as Irish, (and the Germans are 
more aggressive than we are,) about the table. 
Hoadly, I presume, thought: ‘ Well, we must give 
the Catholics some taffy,’ and then did a most 
absurd thing in proposing ‘The Papacy,’ a toast 
which was entirely out of place to begin with, 
and then he cailed upon me to respond to it 
after all that hed been said. He surely didn’t 
expect me to express other than my bonest con- 
victions that these men he lauded robbed the 
church with color of law of her rightful posses- 
sions. Why, there wisn't any room for taffy. 
He and the Italian nad leit me nothing todo but 
defend what they had attacked.” 

The matter has been much commented upon 
to-day, and while Mr. Carberry is not spared for 
his part in bringing the occasion to so unpieas- 
ant a close, there is renera) agreement that Gov. 
Hoadiy wasforgetful to a surprising degree 
both in his remarks and his selection of topics 
for toasts. 


CLEVELAND'S BIG STRIKE. 








NO OUTBREAK YET-—SOME OF THE EN- 
FORCED IDLERS RETURN TO WORE. 

CLEVELAND, July 8.—A heavy detail of 
police was sent into the Eighteenth Ward 
early this morning to subdue the strikers 
if it should . become necessary. There 
was no trouble whatever and no demon- 
stration until afternoon to-day. The strikers 
then assembled in the Fourteenth Ward, ele- 
vated a red flag and started for the mills in New- 
burg, which they surrounded. On arriving they 
made a great deal of noise, but did not offer to 
do any damage. 

As the city clock struck 6 this morning two 
Jarge coaches belonging to the Cleveland Trans- 
fer Company drove up to the Central Police 


Station. Soon after %5 uniformed. police- 
men, with their belts and  ciubs, filed 
cut and took their places in one of 
the coaches. They were driven to the 
Second Precinct Station, where 85 more were in 
waiting. They then disembarked and assembled 
in the station, where Capt. Hochn, who was in 


command, informed them of their duties for the ; 


day. Caot. Hoehn then went to the Union Steei 
Screw Works, on Case-avenue. The employes 
were somewhat backward in going to work, but 
on being assured that they would be protected 
they readily acquiesced. The girls all returned 
without any coaxing, but the men were some- 
what more dilatory, and considerable urging 
was necessary. At precisely 7 o’clock the 6n- 
gine was started, and in a few minutes all was 
moving along as before the compulsory stop- 


page. 

The Chisholm Shovel Works and the D. P. Nail 
Company did not start up as the employers were 
afraid that violence would be offered to them. 

The entire police force of the city were under 
arms during the day. The military authorities 
have been consulted, but no orders calling them 
into service have yet been issued, nor wii! there 
be, unless affairs assume a much more threaten- 
—— than at present. 

r. Churchill, who is putting down a gas well 
for the Holling Mili Company, has a few 
menin his employ, called on Superintendent 
Schmitt this forenoon. He said his men, who 
are paid $3 50 per day, had been forced to quit 
work by the strikers. When he remonstrated 
with the strikers he was told to go about his 
business or he would get hurt. 

A large number of striking iron workers who 
bad obtained work on the Wilson-avenue paving 
contract with Contractor Claflin, were this after- 
noon waited upon by a delegation of strikers 
and forced to throw down their shovels and ac- 
company them. 

The strikers held a large meeting this evening, 
at which the usual Communistic speeches were 
made. Fortunately nothing more serious was 
done. A large force of police was in the vicin- 
ity.

RANCHMEN AND DROVERS AT ODDS. 

Littte Rock, Ark., July 8&—There is 
serious trouble threatened between the ranch- 
men and the Cherokee Outlet and Texas 
drovers. The trouble grows from the stop- 
ping of numerous herds of Northern Tex- 
as cattle by the resident ranchmen, through 
authority obtained from the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney of the Western District of Kan- 
sas. Near Camp Supply, on the Fort Dodge trail, 
15,000 bead are now held. The drovers have 
become enraged at the authorities’ interfer- 
ence, and openly declare that unless some 
arrangements are ae, made to give them 
an outlet they will out their way throurh, 
claiming they are amply able to do it, 160 well- 
armed cowbuys being connected with the differ- 
ent outfits. The situation is considered critical. 
The range at the camp will no longer 
furnish sufficient grass, The cowboys are 
idle under pay and many of the herds are under 
contract for delivery in Wyoming at a certain 
time. The trail from Texas up is crowded 
and as they arrive ai renewal of iiil- 
feeling becomes general, although no defi- 
nite action has been taken. A large stock 
owner has declared that he wiil move 
out on Saturday fully prepared for any resist- 
ance that may be offered. It is presumed that 
& general movement will be made and an armed 
conflict will result. A protest of the cattle 
men on the strip against Texas stock passing 
over their range is the source of the trouble,

THE HIGHER EDUCATION. 


COEDUCATION DISCUSSED AND THE FUTURE 
AMERICAN UNIVERSITY DESCRIBED. 

Axpany, July 8.—The most interesting 
topic considered at the morning session of the 
University Convocation to-day was * The Higher 
Education.” Dr. Truman J. Backus, of the 
Packer Collegiate Institute, led the discussion 
with a paper entitled, ** Should the Education of 
Women be the Same as that of Men?” He said 
that after 20 years it may be seen that the col- 
leges for women have steadily tended from 
their first theoretical courses of study toward 
the courses pursued at the typical New-England 
colleges. The theory of sex in education 1s 
stranded and has been abandoned by all prom- 
inent teachers of young women. This result 
bas been brought about in -large part by the 
leading young women at collere. They have 


always been ready to challenge the wisdom anda 
the honesty of any easy going modification of 
requirements fur the scholastic degree and have 
constrained legislation from the Faculties of 
their colleges, compelling conformity to the 
severe course of study for young men. 
The coeducational colleges show significant 
results. Reports from Boston University, Cor- 
nell University, the University of Michigan, and 
Wesleyan University were submitted by Dr. 
Backus, all concurring in the statement that 
the young women at these colleges show no 
strong preference for, or proficiency in,.given 
branches of study, and that there is not a femi- 
nine quality of intellect. It was argued that the 
answer to the question of the paper turns upon 
proofs from experiment: that speculation is 
valueless; that the colleges for women and the 
coeducational colleges exhaust the sources of 
evidence, and that all evidence favors the same 
scholastic course of study for men and for 
women. 

Other papers were read during the day by 
Principal Charles H. Verrill, of the Delaware 
Literary Institute, on * The Secondary Schoo! ;” 
by President Thomas Hunter, of New-York, on 
“Normal Teaching; by Dr. N, L. Andrews, of 
Madison University, on * Required Attendance 
at College Exercises,” and by President Alexan- 
der S. Webb, of the University of the City of 
New-York, on “* Industrial Education.” 

This evening President D. C. Gilman, of Johns 
Hopkins University, delivered an address on 
“ n 
ress. 








iversities in their Relation to Modern Prog- 
” “There is no doubt,” he said, “that 
American education has reached the beginning 
of the university periud. The most significant 
utterances at the recent Commencements at 
Yale, Harvard, Princeton, and Cornell indicate 
this very clearly. In various forms the develop- 
ment of tne university idea is seen in different 
parts of the country in the expansion 
of the traditional college; State univer- 
sities brought into vigorous life; private 
endowments like Cornell, the unique type 
afforded by the University of the State of New- 
York. The future university here must be 
American. It will be in harmony with those of 
the most enlightened countries, but yet it must 
be cistinctly American, as our law, churches, 
social usages, and mercantile relations are pure- 
ly American. It needs the preparatory work of 
the college. It demands thorough training 
as the necessary antecedent to freedom. 
The university is not the rival of 
the college. The American university 
will never lose sight ot its educational function. 
It will foster culture and ncot be a society of 
mere specialists, It wiil be a place for the mair- 
tenance of religion, fully recognizing the relig- 
ious nature of man.” Dr. Gilman discussed at 
some length the relations of the university lite 
to the family, trade and commerce, law and cuit- 
ure, religion and knowledge. “It is the duty 
of the American university to advance Enowl- 
edge. Universities have proved that the ad- 
vencement of knowledge is for the best inter- 
ests of thecommunity. The are conservative, as 
they encourage the study of the past. They are 
refining, and \end to remove the dross and bring 
outthe pure metal. The universities distrib- 
ute knowledge. Learned publications ousht 
to be encouraged. The greater the distri- 
bution of knowledge the greater seemed to be 
the acquisition of it. The speaker then went 
round the circle of the sciences, showing where 
university work can be most valuable. He laid 
special stress on the study of biology, psychol- 
ogy. sociology, the classics, and mathematics. 
After the session the convocation was given a 
reception by Dr. David Murray, Secretary of 
the Board of Regents.

THEY INSPECT THE CAPITOL AT 
AND MEET GOV. HILL. 


ALBANY, July 8.—The party of Mexican 
editors who are making a tour of the country 
spent the morning inspecting the sights of the 
capital city. They were welcomed by Mayor A. 
Bleecker Banks and representatives of the local 
press, who escorted them to the Capitol. The 
Executive Chamber was first visited, and each 
member of the company was presented to Goy. 
Hill. The Governor, giving them a hearty 
greeting, said: 


‘*In behalf of the State of New-York, whose 
capital you are now visiting, I presume, for the 
first time in your lives, I take pleasure, on be- 
half of the citizens of our S ate: ‘in cordiaily 
welcoming you. We are always giad to meet 
citizens of a neighboring country. We feel as 
though we were neighbors to the citizens 
of Mexico, I am particularly glad in wel- 
coming you jointly wth* the Mayor of 
the city, who I see accompanies you, to the 
hospitable city of Albany. This ia one of the 
oldest cities in our State, if not in the country 
and noted forits hospitality and generosity. t 
am especially glad to welcome the represent- 
atives of the press. They are always welcome any- 
where in our country. Iam rather surprised to 
learn of the large number of its representatives 
in Mexico. We know very little, I think, in this 
State about your great country. I trust that 
as time rolls on we shall know more concerning 
it, and that we shall in the future become better 
acquainted. Again permit me to reiterate to 
you that we welcome you all heartily to the 
State of New-York.” 

Dr. Mendizabal, representing the Vera Cruz 
papers, replied in Spanish that this was another 
flower in the bouquet of tond remembrances 
that the party were to take back to Mexico with 
hey had greatly enjoyed their trip 
this prosperous country, abound- 
ing as it does with prolific history. 
They wished to carry back to their 
homes impressions of: this country which 
are in every manner flattering, and from which 
they will sow seeds for improvement. Their 
country could not boast of 109 years of peace. 
They have passed through civil strifes, but they 
believed that these strifes have only been for 
continued peace in the future. He then thanked 
the Governor for his courtesy, complimented 
the State of which heis the head, and spoke of 
the elegance of the Capitol. 

The editors then inspected the other principal 
rooms in the Capitol. When they entered the 
Senate Chamber the University Convocation 
was in session. Chancellor Pierson welcomed 
the visitors,and after a fitting response by Signor 
Branchi, the convocation took a short recess and 
exchanged greetings with the Mexicans. After 
ap informal reception and lunch at the Foct 
Orange Club, the party left this efternoon for 
Saratoga and Mount McGregor, details of which 
visit are published clsewhere. To-morrow they 
will go to Boston.

EX-SHCRETARY ROBESON SUED, 


A LIVERY MAN WHO WANTED TO RECOVER 
CAMPAIGN EXPENSES. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 8.—Fix-Secretary of 
the Navy George M. Robeson was defendant to- 
day in a suit brought before Judge Park in the 
Camden Circuit Court, by Jonn Campbell, a 
livery man doing business in Camden, to re- 
cover $297 for horse hire, engaging the Sixth 
Regiment Band, and tor the services of 
a number of Constables in preserving 
order while the ex-Secretary was running as a 
candidate on the Republican ticket in Novem- 
ber, 1882, for Congressman from the First Dis- 
trict. Campbell testified that the candidate or- 


dered the carriages for the use of the Camden 
County Republican Executive Committee, of 
which witness was the Treasurer. For these he 
had never been paid. He had also paid to the 
leader of the band $75, and to 11 constables $258, 
expenses for services on the day of the conven- 
tion. Robeson promised to pay the bills. 

The ex-Secretary swore that he had never as- 
sumed any personal liabilities in regard tothe 
convention, while he had paid Campbell for the 
horses and carriages. ‘*On the 8d of Novem- 
ber,” continued Mr. Robeson, ‘“ Campbell sent to 
me and asked for assistance in the campaign, 
and I] gave him a check for $500, with the under- 
standing that he should be represented until 
after election. I also gave Camphell several 
hun‘red dollars extra for political purposes, in 
all about $800." The ex-Secretary said he told 
Campbell on several occasions that he did not 
wanta band and could not see why constables’ 
services were required, as his nomination at the 
convention was made unanimous, and he 
Hevea the members of the committee after the 
campaign divided $700 or $800 among them. 

‘What do you say they did with the money ?’’ 
asked Judge Joel Parker. 

“It would be a hard matter to tell’ was the 
reply, “but no doubt they pocketed it, which 
} ayy usual thing for campaign committees to 

oO. , 
Campbell was recalled, and denied that Rohe- 
son had ever told nim to take the bill for the 
horse hire and other expenses out of the $500, 
Mr. Robeson acknowledged owing a bill of $42 
to Campbell for carriage hire, and said he told 
Camonbell to send the bill to Washington and he 
would return him the money. 

The jury returned a verdict virtually in favor 
of Mr. Robeson, as they allowed Campbell only 
$42, with interest from 1882 to date. 








A WRONGED WIFE’S ACT. 
en Ree 
SHE MURDERS HER TWO CHILDREN AND 
DROWNS HERSELF. 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 8&—An Evansville 
special to the Journal says: ‘To-day word 
was received here of the closing act of 
a sad domestic scandal at Howden, Warrick 
County. a little hamlet 13 miles from here. 
John Rogers, who keeps a general store at 
that place, isu married man, and has two chil- 
dren. He has had the reputation of beinga 
steady business man and of being fond of his 
wife and children. About three weeks ago Miss 


Emma §&nell, a cousin of Mrs. Rogers, a 
pretty school teacher from the rural districts of 
Delaware County, came tospend her Summer 
vacation with the Rogerses. Her coquettish 
manner and vivaciousness found a way to Rog- 
ers’s heart, and the staid husiness man lost his 
head and heart to his guest. The intimacy of 
the two in a short time became very marked, and 
the entreaties of Mrs. Rogers to her husband 
were of no avail. : 

Yest rday morning Mrs. Rogers, unable to en- 
dure the situation any longer, ordered Miss Snell 
to pack her bageage and leave. Rogers over- 
heard the conversation, entered, and struck his 
wife to the floor, and then, in com- 
pany with his guest, left the house. going 
to his store, half a mile distant. The pair 
did not return unti! evening, when they 
found the house deserted. Rogers, fearing 
the worst, began to search, and found his wife 
lying face downward in the water trough back 
of the barn. In the barn were found the bodies 
of the children, lving side by side, and each with 
a gaping wound in ita head. A bioody axe lying 
beside them told only too truly of the horrible 
tragedy that had taken place. 

Mrs. Rogers had evidently bronded over her 
troubles all day. and finally, just before the time 
for Rogers to return home, had taken the chil- 
dren to the barn ané murdered them and 
then deliberately lain down in the water 
trough and ended her sorrows. Rogers informed 
the neighbors of the occurrence and then left, 
ostensibly for Booneville, to find tne Coroner, 
but he has not returned. Miss Snell is in @ crit- 
ical condition, the horrible tragedy having com- 
pletely prostrated her. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The Globe Hotel, in Louisiana, Mo., 
caught fire Tuesday morning from the explo- 
sion of alamp and was burned to the ground, 
The building was three stories high. There 
were 85 guests asleep at the time of the fire, all 
of whom were awakened. Many of them leaped 
from the second and third story windows to the 
ground clad in their night clothes, Dr. Loner- 
gan, who jumped from the third floor, struck 
the brick sidewalk and was killed almost in- 
stantiy. Other guests, besides losing their 
trunks, jewelry, and all their clothing, received 
severe injuries, besides treaking their legs and

ALPHONSE BENJAMIN GROLLIER. 
Alphonse Benjamin Grollier, a member 
of the French Chamber of Deputies for the last 
eight years, died in Paris yesterday in the 
seventy-ninth year of his age, M. Grollier came 
of a family of merchants, and was bora at 
Mauzé, March 25, 1807. He studied at the College 
of Alengon and began life as a merchant, & 
business which he continued until 1864, when he 
renounced it to devote himself wholly to politics. 
Before this time, however, he had engaged in 
Olitical life to a limited extent. He was a mem- 
r of the Municipal Council ot Alencgon in 
1848, and was made Mayor of the city by Gen. 
Cavaignac. He resigned that position in 1850, but 
accepted it aguinin 1861, and served continu- 
ously for seven years. In 1869 he first appeared 
in national politics, being elected in that year to 
the Legislative Corps to represent the first dis- 
trict of the Orne. During the short July session of 
that year he signed the interpellation of the 116 
who endeavored to restore the Parhamentary ré- 
gime. Two years later he was elected a Repre- 
sentative of the Department of the Orne in the 
National Assembly, and took his seat with the 
Left Centre, voting with the Republican minor- 
ity. In 1876 he was the Republican candidate 
tor Senator, but was defeated. The following 
year, however, he was elected puty from 
Alencon. He united himself to the Left “entre, 
acting with the Republicam majority of . .e new 
Chamber, and was one of the 863 who refused a 
vote of confidence to the Broglie Cabinet. Since 
that time M. Groilier had been successively re- 
elected to the Chamber at each election. In the 
Council General of the Department of the Orue 
he represented the Canton of Bazoches.

HAVILAH M. S.AITH. 

Havilah M. Smith, one of the oldest car- 
penters and builders in thi city, died on Tuesday 
at his home, No. 71 Perry-street, of pulmonary 
apoplexy in the seventieth year of hisage. He 
was apparently in good health and spirits three- 
quarters of an hour before his death, Mr. Smith 
was a resident of the Ninth Ward for 42 years. 
He was born in Springfield Township, x 
County, N. J., and learned his trade in Newark.

In 1865 he took his son, Will- 
iam C. Smith, into partnership witn him. The 
firm has erected a number of well known build- 
ings in thecity.

ACCUSING THE POLICE,

A BROOKLYN MAN WHO SAYS HE WAS 
BEATEN IN A STATION HOUSE, 

A tall, muscular-looking man, whose 
face was terribly bruised and who looked asif 
he had been kicked or beaten all over his body, 
limped painfully into Police Commissioner 
Partridge’s office, Brooklyn, yesterday morning, 
and told that officer a strange story. He said he 
was John F. Peoples, foreman on the Morgan 
Line steamship Pier No. 86 North River, and who 
lives at No. 87 Carroli-street, Brooklyn. On 
Monday night Peopies and a friend, John Clarke, 
of No. 37 Johnson-street, went out together, and 
Peoples got very drunk. He acted in such a dis- 
orderly manner on Atilantic-avenue that Officer 
Conklin, of the Third Sub-Precinct, arrested 
him and took him to the station. 

“T went with him,” said Mr. Clarke, who ac- 
companied Peoples yesterday, ‘‘and on the way 
the officer prodded him with bisclub. At the 
station house Peoples acted in a very boisterous 
manner, and Sergt. Lowe, ‘who was behind the 
desk, remarked to the officer who had arrested 
Peoples: ‘I‘d club the —— head off of him if he 
didn't keep quiet.’ Then Peopies was sent to a” 
cell and I to another oneclose by. My friend 
was then all right physically, but at about day- 
break I was awakened by hearing him groaning 
in the most frightful way. I asked the door- 
man to let me go in his cell to see what 
was the matter. request was re- 
rused, brought to my 
eell and = thrust sight he pre- 
sented was a horrible one. Both his eyes were 
bunged up, his face was cut and bruised in sev- 
eral places, his nose was bleeding, and there were 
a dozen or more brui-es all over his body. I 
asked him what was the matter, and he sata: 
*Oh, Jack, they clubbed me, and I’m dying.’ I 
tried to find out by whom the clubbing had 
been done, but could obtain nosatisfaction from 
either Peoples, who didn’t know, or the police- 
men, who wouldn’t tell, and we were taken to 
Justice Massey’s court and fined $leach. After 
the fine had Seon imposed the Justice noticed 
Peopies’s condition, and asked him how he man- 
aged togetso bunged up. Before eitherof us 
could reply the policeman said, ‘He must have 
fallen from a car,’and then got us out of court.” 

Peoples, who fully corroborated this story, 
said he remembered nothing very distinctly from 
the time of his arrest until next morning when 
he found himself so badly hurt. He had a faint 
recollection of some one coming into his cell, 
k: ocking him dewa, Gebting and kicking him, 
but hé could not say who did it. 

Mr. Shaw, Peoples’s employer, who also went 

to the Commissioner, said that be had workea 
for the company for the past nine years, and had 
always bornea good character as aman who 
seldom drank, and who was always of the most 
peaceable disposition. There was not the slight- 
est doubt in opinion that the man had re- 
ceived aterrible and entirely unprovoked beat- 
ing at the hands of some one in the police sta- 
tion. 
The Commissioner promised to make a thor- 
ough investigation into the case, and wrote to 
Acting Capt. Kellett, of thut precinct, fora 
written report. The Captain in his reply says 
that when Peoples was brought to the station 
he was very violent, and that it took two police- 
men to get him in his cell, where he kept up his 
violent actions. Hethen had no marks on his 
face, but at 3:45 o’clock in the morning, when 
Sergt. Lowe visited him he was bleeding from 
the nose, which was soon stopped. 

The doorman who wason duty that night says 
he knows nothing about the assault, if assault 
there was, and Sergt. Lowe says the man was not 
touched by any one in the station, The general 
impression seems to be that while Peoples was 
thrashing about in his cell he bruised himself. 
The investigation will be a very thorough one.

{T INDUCES HIM TO INVEST INA 
FLYING MACHINE, 


ATS TRIAL ON GOVERNOR’S ISLAND A DIS- 
MAL FAILURE—HALF OF HIS BARREL- 
SHAPED BALLOON FLOATS AWAY. 

Nicholas Helmer was a prosperous wig- 
maker three years ago. His place of business 
was under the Star Theatre on Broadway. He 
baé a steady income and all weat weil with him 
until one day he saw a boy touch the steel 
spring of a fiying top and send it whizzing into 
the air. He was so much impressed with the 
Loy that he went right off and bought one. He 
wound it up, touched the spring, and away it 
went 50 feet above his head. Then he said »” 
himseif: “If a little spring on a little tin 
screw will raise a four-ounce metal top 
and drive it against the wind a larger screw will 
propel e balloon.” 

The more Mr. Helmer thought of the matter 
the more confident he became that fortune and 
fame awaited him. Heconsulteda dear friend, 
who shook his head and advised him to let bal- 
loons alone. That decided him. He at once 


sold out his business and began experimenting 
with aerial screws and toy balioons. Finally be 
became convinced that a long horizontal cigar- 
shaped balloon, made to point with the wind, 
wasthething. If the wind blew from the east 
bis balioon would point east and west and thus 
encounter the least possible resistance, but it 
could be propelled north, south, or in any other 
direction regardiess of the wind, with a large 
screw making 400 or 600 revolutions a minute in 
the car below. 

A model of the apparatus was made and 
a patent applied for. A friend, who has a manu- 
factory in Vesey-street, became interested in the 
scheme and invited the inventor to make him- 
nelf at honte in his establishment. After months 
of experimenting with clock machinery, steering 
devices, and water-proof paper, it was decided to 
make a balioon of the thin, paper-like reddish 
substance called goldbeaters’ skin, and propel 
it with powerful steel springs geared to a broad- 
vaned ecrew. When the work was completed last 
week permission was c¥tained of the authorities 
on Governor's Island to inflate tbe balloon on 
tbe grass plot in front ot Lieut.-Col. Whipple’s 
house, just south of the music stand. 

Gariy yesterday morning the inventor and 
his friend from Vesey-street were hard at work 
inflating the airship. Two or three unemployed 
soldiers volunteered to assist in manufacturing 
the gas. Gallons of sulpburic acid were poured 
into a barrel containing scraps of zinc. The 
acid ate the metal and became so hot that the 
barrel. boiled and bubbled likea geyser. A pipe 
conveyed the hydrogen gas into the balloon, 
which was 162 feet long and as large around asa 
hogshead. It was made of goldbeaters’ skin, 
which was patched in a thousand places and 
varnished. The inventor, however, said it would 
never leak. The Vesey-street man said his 
friend had worked on it for months, and he also 
knew it would not leak. 

The balloon, as it luy stretched out on the 
grass for 162 feet. looked like a sea serpent. 
Children crowded round it, soldiers left off pol- 
ishing their big brass cannons, and even the offi- 
cers came out and looked with friendly curios- 
ity at the monster. The gage gave it life, the 
rising breeze made it wriggle, and the network 
around it, with 270 little strings ~~ down to 
a little peg on the lawn, rose and fell in the 
wind. An over-curious spectator broke 20 of 
the little strings in trying to walk over them. 
The excited inventor popes his perspiring 
brow in despair, and said; “I shall commit sut- 
cideif you don't goaway. Not for $1,000,000— 
not for $10,000,000 would I go through it all 
again.” 

Half an hour later more zinc and more acid 
‘were put into the barrel, and the gleaming scar- 
let serpent swelled and swayed in the sun, but 
progress was slow, Three hours passed; ladies 
came; Officers walked up and down the lawn; 
the inventor poured water on his neck and 
spoke of suffering and sleepless nights. Then he 
put more zinc into the barrel and said he wished 
he was dead. At 4 o’clock the oe for some 
reason, passed out of the first 6u feet of the 
balloon, and inflated it in sections ut the extreme 
end. Some one found a jeak; the inventor ran 
along the red serpent and smelled for gas. 

*“*T em sure there is no leak,” he said, as he 
wiped the sweat from hisheadand neck. ‘** There 
is not enouzh money in New-York to pay for 
what I have lost and suffered.” 

At last discouraged and hopeless he looked 
er toward the great city, and said 
withasigh: “*Iamthrough. I must goto work 
and earn money again.” Hetied the crimson 
monster tightly in the centre, separating the in- 
fiated portion from the 50 feet of emptiness that 
could not be filled. An American fiag and half 
a pound of zinc ina bag were fastened to the 
serpent’s tail. A slash from asharp knife and 
instantly 70 feet of the balloon leaped convul- 
sively and grandly into the air. Like some 
monster serpent of the sky it writhed and shone 
ju splendor above the Bay. A breeze carried it 
triumphantly above New-York. Within five 
minutes it was wriggling and taking a hundred 
shapes half a mile above Harlem. Powerful 
glasses saw it fold and unfold its red form over 
the meadows of Flushing until at last it disap- 
peared in the far-awuy blue.

Willie Edouin, the comedian, is very 
fond of a practical joke, and so, in a quiet way, 
is his wife, whois known on the stage as Miss 
Alice Atherton. Edouin ia also fond of fishing, 
and one day three years ago, when Mr. and Mrs. 
Edouin, several members of their company, and 
other friends were spending their midsummer 
vacation in Putney, Vt., Willie and one or two

lead, teazed the fishermen unmercifully before 

they started with predictions that they would 

eatch no fish and that they would fali in with

CHEIR JUNE SALARIES NOT PAID. 

Collector Hedden stated yesterday that 
he had been trying to devise some means by 
which the employes of the Custom House might 
be paid their salaries for June. In consequence 
vf the exhaustion of the appropriation for that 
purpose the employes will have to wait until 
Congress passes a special act of relief, unless 
some extraordinary measures are taken by the 
Collector.

might be used as collateral in borrowing what 
money is necessary. 

Applications tor places continue to pour in 
upon the new Collector. There are about 1,225 
subordinates under him and he has already filed 
away about 1,000 applications. A large number 
of these applications are for places which are 
embraced in the civil service rules. Surveyor 
Beattie has also been the recipient of scores of 
applications for places, some of which come 
from persons out of town. 


DEATH OF THOMAS NORTON. 
Thomas Norton died yesterday at his 
home, No. 34 Market-street, of pneumonia. He 
was born 1n Sussex, England, in 1820, and came 
to this country when 25 years old and opened a 


saloon. Hecontinued in this business at vari- 
ous place3 until ill-health compelied him to re- 
tire about five years ago, He served through- 
out the Mexican war under Gen. Scott, and was 
a member of the Mexican War Veterans’ Asso- 
ciation and of George Washington Camp, No. 1, 
G. A. R. He wasa Mason of 4] years’ standing. 
He leaves a widow and five adult children. The 
funeral will take place to-morrow from St. 
Thomas’s Church, and the body will be buried 
in Greenwood.

BURIED FROM GRACE CHURCH WITH SIMPLE 
SERVICES,

The procession was met at the door by the 
Rev. Dr. Huntington, Rector of the church, 
who conducted the services. Mrs. Gorringe 
walked alone by th» side of the casket of her 
dead son, with one hand resting on the lid at the 
head. Then followed Dr. and Mrs. Hiland, Mr. 
and Mrs. Stone, and Mr. and Mrs. Barlow. The 
services were of the most simple character, 
comprising the plain rites of the Episcopal 
Church, with no extra music introduced. This 
wasin accordance with the wishes of the de- 
ceased, After the benediction had been pro- 
nounced the quartet of the church -sang 
* Nearer, my God, to Thee,” and to the music 
of this hymn the casket was borne to the 
music room, on the Tenth-street side of 
the church, and there deposited in the presence 
of the immediate friends of Commander Gor- 
ringe.

THE WILL OF CYRUS H. LOUTREL, 


A CODICIL THAT AFFECTS THE BEQUESTS 
TO HIS DAUGHTER. 


The will of Cyrus H. Loutrel, of the 
firm of Francis & Loutrel, was filed yesterday in 
the Surrogate’s office. The Executors are Isaac 
Odell, late President of the Mercantile National 
Bank, and Cyrus Francis Loutrel, son of the 
testator. The greater part of the estate was left 
to hisson. Inthe malin portion of the will his 
only other child, Mary Eveline Loutrel, who 
married Mr. E. Duncan Sniffen, was left $25,000 
and gifts of stocks and bonds. A codicil changes 


these bequests, however. The will was dated on 
Jan. 20, 1884, and the codicil was signed by Mr. 
Loutrel on May 18, 1885. 

According to the will, the daughter was given 
$25,000 outright and shares of the following 
stocks: Hamilton Fire Insurance Company, 4 
shares: Knickerbocker Fire Insurance Company, 
20 shares; Giobe Fire Insurance Company, 10 
shares; Nassau Bank, 10 shares; Sterling Fire 
Insurance Company, 5 shares; also an oil por- 
trait of herself and one of her motner and her 
brother. To the son is left the stock, good-will, 
insurance, and appurtenances of testatur’s busi- 
ness and his interest in several patents and a 
similar number of shares of stock of the same 
denomination as those left to the daughter. He 
was also given a silver tea set, presented to the 
testator by his company of the Seventh Regi- 
ment, and other domestic articles. Other per- 
sonal bequests are to his son’s wife, Hattie, and 
to bis daughter's husband, E. Duncan_Sniffen, 

1,000 each, and to LD. L. Bogart and Henry J. 

ichardson, employes, each. Harriet A. 
Duvall, a sister-in-law of. the testator, receives 
$1,000. After providing for a few other personal 
bequests, the wil! directs that the residue of the 
estate be divided equally between his son and 
daughter. 

The codicil revokes the bequest of $25,000 to 
Mrs. Sniffen, and in lieu sh: is given the income 
of $30,000 for life, which isto be held in tru t by 
the United States Trust Company, and at her 
death the principal is to be divided equally be- 
tween the son of Mr. Sniffen and the children of 
his own son, Cyrus Francis Loutrel. The sum of 
$2,000, to be paid to her $250 at a time at inter- 
vaisof atleast three months, is also given the 
daughter. The bequest of $1,000to E. Duncan 
Sniffen 1s revoked inthe codicil. The test»tor 
aiso directed that any one contesting the will or 
codicil should lose his share, which would revert 
to other beneficiaries if such contest occurred. 
Mr. Henry Powles was also made an Executor 
in the codicil.

TIME ALLOWANCE FOR STEAM YACHTS. 

Members of the American Yacht Club 
say that the most important outcome of their 
annua! cruise and regatta next week will be the 
establishing of a time allowance formula appli- 
cable to steam yachts. The boats competing in 


this regatta will have four different systems of 
time atiowance applied to them, and itis ex- 
pected that the best will prevail. Three of the 
systems are arranged on the basis of the length 
of the boat. These three systems are known 
respectively as the Kinney system, the Emery 
system, and the Isherwood system. The fourth 
system is the resuit of caiculations made b 
Capt. C. G. Lundborg, formerly of the Swedis 
Navy. Capt. Lundborg bases bis formula upon 
the displacement and motive power of each 
boat. Yacht owners who desire to enter for the 
cup to be given under the Lundborg time allow- 
ance must give the number, with diameter and 
stroke, of steam cylinders, point of cutting off, 
mean pressure, by card if possibie, in each cylin- 
der when developing greatest power, mean pitch 
of propeller wheel, length of yacht on water 
lire, cep rage _beam at water line, and mean 
draught in racing trim. 








THE DIVERSION OF FREIGHT. 
Judge Wallace yesterday handed down 
bis decision in the case of the Chicago and At- 
lantic Railroad Company against the New-York, 
Lake Erie and Western and the New-York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio Railroad Company, in 


which it was sought to prevent the latter from 
diverting the freight trafficof the Great Western 
Dispatch Fast Freight Line trom the Chicago and 
Atlantic. Tbe suit was originally brought in the 
Stare courts, and subsequently transferred to 
the United States Circuit Court, where it was 
formally tried. The decision dissolves the ex parte 
injunction obtained against the New-York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio and orders a modifica- 
tion of that against the Erie. Judge Wallace 
says: ‘It cannot be contended that the a bag 
tion should stand in the broud form in which it 
was granted. Sofuar as it restrains the defend- 
ants from retaining and appropriating moneys 
which they ought to pay over to the plaintiff it 
should be vacated, because the plaintiff has an 
adequate common law remedy to recover.” 





A SUCCESSFUL LUDGING HOUSE. 

The managers of Lodging House No.1 
of the Sanitary Aid Society for the Tenth Ward 
have submitted a report to the Board of Direct- 
ors showing that during April, when the house 
was first opened, they accommodated 600 lodgers. 
In May the lodgers numbered 1,579, and in June 
1,774, making a total of 3,953 during the quarter 
just ended.

CHECKS FOR SEVEN MILLIONS. 
THE COLOSSAL TRANSACTIONS MESSRS, 


WARD & WARNER INDULGED IN. 


Stacked in a neat little pile on a big 
table in Hamilton Cole’s office, in Broadway, 
yesterday, were bank checks representing 
$6,667,185 34. Bundles of accurately folded pa- 
pers, marked “contracts,” were piled up on the 
same table. Every one of the checks, as well as 
each one of the contracts, was identified before 
the case of George C. Holt, Assignee of Grant & 
Ward, against William 8. Warner was adjourned 
for two weeks, The case was to begin at Il 
o’clock, and as almost every one in any way 
connected with it was on hand at that hour 
the start would have been made on time, 
but the number of interested persons was 
unexpectedly large, and some time was lost in 
foraging for chairs. Just asthe case had been 
gotten under way Joseph H. Choate walked in 
and, glancing around the room, said: * This is 
an interesting party.” Reteree Cole smiled 
placidly as he looked at Mr. Holt, the plaintiff, 
and his attorneys, Thomas H, Hubbard and 
Charles Henry Butler; ex-Judge Ashhbel Green 
and C. B. A‘texander, attorneys for William_5. 
Warner; Julien-T, Davies. Grant & Ward’s Re- 
ceiver, and W. B. Hornblower, his attorney; C. 
W. Bangs, attoraey for the Marine Bank, and 
Jomes McKeen, attorney for Mrs. Ferdinand 

ard, 

The bundle of contracts was handed to Frank 
F. Wood, who bad been Warner's stenographer, 
and he was asked if he could identify the hand- 
writing. He said the bodies of most of the con- 
tracts were in his bandwriting. Twenty-s'x 
contracts were in Warner’s handwriting. 
Ferdinand Ward’s signature was attached to 
each of them. The papers were receipts from 
Ward to Warner for money put into contracts 
by the latter. There were generally two re- 
ceipts for each amount given by Warner to 
Ward. If Warner obtained $10,000 trom a friend 
to invest in a contract, the money to be re- 
turned in 12 days, Warner obtained a receipt for 
the full amount and $600 interest for the benefit 
of the investor and a receipt for $1,200 as his 
gain in the transaction, 

Stenographer Wood was asked by Mr. Hub- 
bard at whose request he had filled up the bodies 
of the contracts. He wrote them at Mr, War- 
ner’s request. Sometimes he wrote the figures 
in and sometimes he did not. Sometimes Mr. 
Work wrote themin, Warner did not tell the 
witness the purpose for which the paners were 
to be u-ed. He hadaform of contract receipt 
which he copied. His own contracts he got 
from Warner. He could not remember what 
Warner said to him about them. He didn't 
know what induced him to take them. He had 
not been induced to invest by anything said to 
bim by Warner, Work, or Ward, e took them 
on his own judgment, but be couldn't remember 
what made him think there was a big profit in 
them. There had not been any profit in them 
for him. At this admission all the counsel in the 
case smiled. 

Mr. Hubbard handed the witness a paper and 
asked if it had been written by him. The wit- 
ness renlied aftirmatively. He had no recollec- 
tion of the transaction to which it referred. 
** It says,”’ continued Mr. Hubbard, * thatevery- 
thing is arranged for business to-morrow. What 
was urranged ?" 

**T don't know what it means,” replied the 
witness, * unless it refers to some amount that 
was to go with a contract. It might be that 
Mr. Werner was sick at the time.” he witness 
was questioned closely upon each statement 
contained in the letter, but his mind was a blank 
on the subject. The letter was put in evi- 
dence. It was not dated, and was addressed to 
“Mr. Ward,” and was signed “ Truly yours, 
Frank F. Wood.’ The contents were as follows: 

“] have just come from Mr. Warner’s house, and 
call to say that everything is arranged for the business 
for to-morrow; both the papers for the 2d and the 5th. 
For the latter lot of contracts they will take $350,000, 
same as before. Mr. Work told me to sav to vou at 
they had arranged so that in settiing up the papers of 
the 5th, if necessary, the differences could be taken in 
due bills payable on the 5th instead of May differ- 
ences.” 

George E. Spencer, Grant & Ward's cashier, 
identified the stock of checks. Six of them, 
amounting to $167,230, were drawn by Ferdinand 
Ward on the First National Bank to the order of 
W.S. Warner. About 80 more checks, amount- 
ing to $6,499,953 34, were drawn on the Marine 
Rank in favor of Warner by Ward. and de-

ank, r. Spencer read each check separately, 
and during bis thrilling tale several of the coun- 
sel, assisted by the intense heat of the room, 
went tosieep. When every one was fagged out 
Mr. Hubbard said he thought it was time to 
take a rest. Ex-Judge Green said: ** I came here 
to-day to find out how I could stand the heat. I 
can’t stand it.”

Mr. Hubbard thougnt Ward would need sev- 
eral days to tellall he knew. **ThenI protest,” 
said Judge Green, “against holding any more 
meetings in hot weather.”

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AN UNNATURAL BROTHER. 
TRYING TO KILL HIS SISTER BECAUSE SHE 
GAVE HIM NO MONEY. 

John Fitzpatrick, of No. 25 Ninth-street, 
Brooklyn, came home drunk on Tuesday night 
and demanded money from his sister. The girl 
said she bad none, and her brother then started 
for tbe room in which his invalid mother was 
confined to her bed. Miss Fitzpatrick knew 
that if her brother shoulda, in bis condition, ap- 
proach his mother it would seriously affect her 
bealth, and, with a camp stool in her hand, she 
placed her back against the door and command- 
ed the drunken man to leave the house.

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TOO WARM FOR COMFORT. 

It was discouraging yesterday to men who 
toiled busily beneath a blazing sun to have the 
young officers who manage the weather for the 
Government give out a bulletin that at 3 o’clock, 
the hottest part of the day, the mercury did not 
climb above 85°. People tramped the streets in 


a state of perpetual perspiration and longed for 
evening tocome. The big thermometer at Hud- 
nut’s was atrifie more satisfactory to persons 
who wanted other assurance of the heat than 
obvious personal discomfort, for at the same 
hour in the aiternoon it recorded 92°. 

There were only three or four Signal Service 
stations: in the country that found the ther- 
mometer below 70° when the 7 o'clock observa- 
tions were taken yesterday morning, and these 
were in the extreme Northwest and on Mount 
Washington. From Muine to San Francisco and 
from Chicago to New-Orleans it ranged from 70° 
to 80° at that early hour. As the day advanced 
the South was reported scorching away at 90°, 
while the Western cities seemed to be running 
a neck-and-neck race with New-York. There 
were no signs of cooler weather. The only 
storm disturbance, accompanied by light local 
rains, was in Dakota. A southerly wind, travel- 
ing sbout eight miles an hour, blew in the open 
windows at the tops of high buildings in this 
city, but tne perspirine throngs in the streets 
fe:t very littie of it. There was a rush to the 
beaches and the parks in the evening.

TESTING A NEW FREIGHT STDAMER. 
The new 


sidewheel freight steamer 
Nashua, of the Providence and Stonington Line, 
made a successful trial trip to Sandy Hook and 
to Spuyten Duyvel yesterday, and will soon 
begin running regularly on the line. She is now 
lying at Pier No. 29 North River. The Nashua 
was built at Noank, Conn.. by Robert Palmer & 
Sons. Her dimensions are: Length over ali 3u0 
feet; length of keel, 287 feet; breadth over all. 
76 feet; breadth of beam, 44 feet, and depth of 
hold 154% feet. Her frames are of white oak, 
chestnut, and hackmatack, and the floor timbers 
of white oak and chestnut. The machinery of 
the Nasbua was built at the Morvan lron Works 
in this city. The engines are of the compound 
oscillating type, and are the finest of the kind 
built in thiscountry. There 1s a high-pressure 
cylinder 42 inches in diameter and a low-pressure 
cylinder 78 inches 1" diameter. The piston 
stroke is 10% feet. There are eight horizontal 
tubular boilers, each 1334 feet in length and 7% 
feet in diameter. The boilers are fired ex- 
ternally. There is a circulating pump capable of 
moving 4,000 gallons of water per minute.

ASKING FOR A DIVORCE. 
THE STORY FRANK ROCHESTER TELLS OF 
HIS WIFE’S TREATMENT. 

Frank Rochester, the actor and singer, 
has begun suit in the Supreme Court, by his at- 
torney, Thomas J. Sullivan, for absolute divorce 
from his wife, on the ground of adultery. An 
order of publication was granted by Judge An- 
drews last week, and the papers will be served 
by mail on Mrs. Rochester, who 1s now in Berlin, 
Germany. According to the affidavit of the com- 
plainant, Rochester was formerly a Professor of 
Law in a Southern university, but resigned 
several years ago to joina comic opera troupe. 
He owned considerable property in the South, 
1n 1882 Roch r made a trip to Europe and 
visited Cuarisbad. Here he met ayoung lady 
from Berlin who was the belle of the season. 
Rochester became infatuated with the girl. He 
proposed marriage and was accepted. but at this 
point the parents of the young lady stepped to 
the front. They objected to young Rochester 
and forbage their daughter to encourage his at- 
tentions. On Rochester’s suggestion the couple 
decided to elope. The girl agreed to accompany 
him to this city, and he promised to marry her 
as soon as they arrived here. They. reached 
New-York early in 1883, and on the day of their 
arrival went to the City Hall and were married 
by Mayor Edson. 

The couple hved happily together until the 
opening of the Southern operatic season, when 
Rochester left his wife here and went South to 
fulfill his engagement with his company. At the 
close of the sea-on he returned, and the pair 
again enjoyed each other’s society. Mrs, Roch- 
ester seemed perfectly contented with her choice, 
and never expressed a desire to visit her home 
in Germany until about a year ago. At this 
time ber husband:sold some of his property in 
the South, for which he received about $9,000, 
and as soon as he had this money Mrs. Kochester 
began to urge him to take her home to gee her 
parents. She assured him that her mother and 
father had become reconciled to her marriage, 
and finally she prevailed on Rochester to take 
her home. He took with bim the money he had 
received tor his property. 

Rochester was received by the mother of his 
wife with open arms, and she so won upun his 
affections and confidence tnat he was induced, 
on the third night of his visit, to give to her and 
his wife for safe keeping all the ee 4 that he 
possessed, something over $8,000. e next 
morning be was toid that his room was wanted, 
and was turned out of doors almost penniless. 
He had no means of recovering his money, for 
he had no witnesses to prove that be had in- 
trusted it to his wife and her mother. In this 
predicament he went to the American Consul, 
satisfied him of his identity and responsibility 
by means of papers which he carried, and bor- 
rowed money enough to pay his return passage 
to America. Since his return Rochester claims 
to have discovered proofs that his wife was un- 
faithful to him while living in this city, and it is 
on this ground that he demands a divorce. 
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INVOLVED IN LITIGATION. 
THE AFFAIRS OF THE LA FARGE DECORA- 
TIVE ART COMPANY. 


Every day the affairs of the La Farge 
Decorative Art Company become more compli- 
cated with litigation. .-Thé officers of the com- 
pany having confessed a judgment for $9,000 in 
favor of William Henry Smith, the father-in- 
law of George A. Chamberlain, the Secretary and 
Treasurer of the company, and the broth- 
er of Tnomas A. Smith, its President, Mary 
A. Tillinghast, who is a stockholder and 


a Trustee, has brought a suit to have 
the judgment set aside. In this suit she has pro- 
cured an injunction restraining proceedings un- 
der the judgment. A similar suit h s been be- 
gun by Charies E. Appleby and Jobn La Farge, 
stockholders of the company, who are the nom- 
inal defendants in Miss Tillinghast’s action. On 
a motion before Judge Donohue, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, tor the continu- 
ance of the injunction, George S. Brown, attor- 
ney for Appleby and La Forge, apveared to as- 
= Malcolm Graham, attorney for Miss Tilling- 
ast. 

Mr. Graham argued that George A. Chamber- 
lain had never had the right to borrow. money 
for the La Farge Company,und that Miss Tilling- 
hast, although a Trustee, had been debarred 
from inspecting the books for the purpose of 
ascertaining the facts respecting its indebted- 
ness. Messrs. Myers and Kingsbury, who ap- 
peared for George A. Chamberlain and the other 
real defendanta, argued that Mr. Smith should 
not be restrained from proceeding to collect his 
judgment. He had louned his money to the 
company, and when he demanded its return the 
company bad not the cash to pay, and bad no 
defense to the action which he brought against 
it. The injunction, Mr. Myers said, was intended 
only to impede Mr. Smith in the collection of bis 
judgment. 

Mr. Brown said his client, Charles E. Appleby. 
was the holder of $34,000 of the stock of the La 
Farge Company, which stock, with that held by 
Miss Tillinghast, was all that was ever issued by 
the corporation for cash. Yet he had been re- 
fused permission to see the company’s books, 
and this refusal had been made even as late as 
yesterday morning. For the first time it was de- 
clared by Chamberlain ana Smith—through their 
counsel—that the company was insolvent. 
They had always. before declared that it 
was solvent. and, Mr. Brown suggested, 
the insolvency might result from the fact that 
Chamberiain and T. A. Smith had undertaken 
to convey away contracts given to the company 
for the decoration of several public buildings. 
He therefore urged that the injunction should 
be continued in force pending the ascertainment 
of the company’s real condition—its valid debts 
and assets—in course of tne present litigation, 

Judge Donohue reserved his decision.
